Defending World Champion Wayne 
Gardner (Hon) won the Dutch round 
of the 500cc World Championship 
Road Race Series at Assen, Holland, 
on June 25. The Australian topped 
Californian Eddie Lawson (Yam) by 
11.31 seconds with Christian Sarron 
(Yam) finishing third. Californian 
Wayne Rainey (Yam) finished sev- 
enth and Texan Kevin Schwantz 
ended up eighth after breaking toes 
on both feet during practice. Lawson 
leads the point standings with 142 
points to Rainey’s 106. Gardner is 
third with 105 followed by Kevin 
Magee (89) and Schwantz (85). 


The 250cc GP win at Assen went 
to Spain's Juan Garriga (Yam). 
Garriga topped Jacques Cornu 
(Hon) and defending World Cham- 
pion Anton Mang (Hon). Garriga 
now leads the title chase with 118 
points to Sito Pons' 99. Pons 
(Hon) and Dominique Sarron 
(Hon) crashed in the final corner 
while racing for the lead. 


English road racer Kenny Irons was 
killed at Caldwell Park in England 
on June 26 when he ran into the back 
of Keith Heuwen on the warm-up 
lap for a British National. Irons rode 
factory Suzukis in the 500cc World 
Championship last season, teaming 
with Kevin Schwantz during the 
Texan’s European outings. 


A 1988 Vance & Hines Suzuki 
GSXR750 Superbike sat in the 
pits unused at the Road America 
round of the AMA Superbike 
Series on June 26. The bike was 
prepped for Mike Baldwin, but the 
Connecticut resident left for 
Europe on June 26 to ride in a few 
select Grands Prix. Baldwin will 
ride a Chas Mortimer-sponsored 
Honda RS500 three-cylinder fit- 
ted with a camera that will shoot 
footage for a movie based on GP 
racing titled "American Made.” 


Rick Johnson (Hon) was the big 
winner at the 21st Annual Mammoth 
Mountain MX held June 24-26 in 
Mammoth Lakes, California. John- 
son started the the three-day event 
by winning the Open Pro class over 
Tyson Vohland (Kaw) and Mike 
Pascarella (Hon), and ended it with 
the 250cc Pro win over Ty Davis (Suz) 
and A.J. Whiting (Hon). Johnny 
O'Mara (Suz) took the 125cc Pro win 
over Michael Craig (Yam) and Hon- 
da’s George Holland. 


A shipment of finisher pins didn't 
arrive in time for the Mammoth 
Mountain MX, so, according to 
the event's organizers, 
Sportsman class riders who made 
it to main events will receive their 
pins by mail. 








Finland’s Pekka Vehkonen (Cag) 
was the overall winner at the World 
Championship 250cc MX GP in 
Yugoslavia, June 26. Vehkonen went 
2-1, while England’s Rob Herring 
(Yam) took second with a 1-4 tally. 
Third with a 5-3 tally was American 
Rodney Smith (Suz). Holland’s John 
Van den Berk (Yam) still leads the 
series with 223 points, Smith is 
second with 190 points, and Eng- 
land’s Jeremy Whatley (Suz) third 
with 185. 


Holland’s Davey Strijbos (Cag) 
swept both motos to capture the 
overall victory in the World Cham- 
pionship 125cc MX GP in Kil- 
linchy, Ireland, June 26. Second 
overall with a 2-2 tally went to 
Frenchman Jean-Michel Bayle 
(Hon), while Italy’s Allesandro 
Puzar (KTM) took third with a 3- 
4. Strijbos holds a commanding 
points lead with 315 points over 
Bayle, who has 286. 


Jeff Darlan (Hon) won the 13th 
Annual Snowflake 100 desert race 
held in the White Mountains near 
Taylor, Arizona, on June 26. Garth 
Sweetland (Hus) finished second 
ahead of Bobby Russell (Hon). 


Our coverage of the May 22 3rd 
Annual Steve McQueen Memorial 
Classic Scramble near Eugene, 
Oregon, failed to mention the club 
that conceived and co-promoted 
the event. To give credit where 
credit is due, that organization is 
the International Christian Classic 
Bikers Association (ICCBA).

Laguna Seca motorcycle race fans 
have been aware that for the last 
several years (including our recent 
April Grand Prix) disturbances have 
erupted in a particular portion of our 
spectator area: The primary cause 
has been “burn-out” contests. These 
exhibitions of speed are illegal under 
California traffic laws. When mixed 
with, shall we say, an overindulgence 
of "spirits" and other “‘goodies,” the 
burn-outs have led to inevitable and 
serious confrontations with security 
officers, members of the Sheriffs 
Department and others here at the 
track on Saturday nights. 

The consequence of this behavior 
pattern by a few hundred of our 
many thousands of spectators has 
been to discomfort and anger those 
innocent thousands. It has also 
caused the people and governing 
bodies in the Monterey community 
to take a closer look at our “‘hap- 
pening.” 

We at Laguna Seca have been 
discussing various courses of action. 
Without describing all the alterna- 
tives (some of which we're sure you 
can guess), we have decided to take 
the course of "joining the action." 
This means making a bigger and 
better "happening" out of the “burn- 
outs," and, while we're at it, a bigger 








and better entire Saturday evening! 

Accordingly, on Saturday night, 
July 9, we will stage a legal “burn- 
out" contest. This will be held in 
front of the start/finish straightaway 
grandstands. Spectators who are 
interested are invited to watch from 
the stands as our participating 
spectators "do their thing." Tro- 
phies will be presented to the top five

Violaters will be subject 
to ejection and arrest. 

Fireworks are also banned, and 
while on the subject, open fires are 
also prohibited. Cooking must be 
confined to “approved” devices, such 
as hibachis, propane or Coleman 
stoves, etc. We will have a fire crew 
on hand to deal with open fires. 
They’ll put them out! 

We said we are going all out to 
make Saturday night a fun evening. 
Following the “burn-out” contest, 
we will set up screens at the grand- 
stand area and show racing and other 
films of general interest. 

Going one step further, for those 
who have no interest in either the 
“burn-out” contest or the movies, 
Dr. John’s Band has agreed to play 
(at another part of the track, to be 
announced) and his mini-concert 
may be supplemented with other acts 
and entertainment. We do ask that 
the volume of your own music in 
the camping areas be moderated out 
of respect for your neighbors. 

We cannot emphasize enough that 
the Sheriffs office wants to see this 
program work. However, they will 
be here in greater strength than ever, 
in the event that there are still a few 
who will try to spoil things for the 
many. Essentially you can help by 
"policing" yourselves so that eve- 
ryone can enjoy the evening. 

One final note: Overnight camp- 
ing will be limited in number and 
will be restricted to certain areas. One 
of the lost areas is the lawn between 
the old turns two and three. With 
camping limited, we suggest you 
order your perrmits early! 

We want you, our fans, to have 
a good time, but we hope you adopt 
the slogan of the July 4 “fireworks” 
people, “Safe and Sane.”

out, Glover kept hopes of an Amer- 
ican win alive, but barely. Glover 
was running llth after the first lap, 
then began a drive to the top that 
had the crowd hanging over the 
fences, cheering him on. Glover, 
riding an air-cooled YZ490, eventu- 
ally found his way into fourth before 
disaster struck. A hay bale, clipped 
by a rider ahead of him, rolled into 
his path and Glover plowed into it 
head on and crashed. He finished 
ninth. 

In the second moto Glover looked 
to have a win sewn up after taking 
the holeshot, but he tangled with a 
lapped rider and went down again, 
one of six times he would fall in the 
day. However, Glover never gave up, 
‘finishing third in the moto and 
taking fifth overall. 

Frenchman Jacky Vimond, who 
was fourth in points going into the 
Hollister U.S. GP, piloted his fac- 
tory, water-cooled Yamaha YZM500 
to fourth overall with a 2-6 score. 
Vimond worked his way up in both 
motos after medicore starts. 

The 250cc Support class looked 
like a repeat of last year’s 125cc 
National battles as it featured the top 
three 125cc National riders of 1987 
— National Champion Micky 
Dymond, and Honda’s Guy Cooper 
and George Holland. The three 
factory riders put on some of the best 

. racing of the day. 

When it was all over, it was 
Yamaha’s Dymond coming from 
behind in both motos to capture the 
overall win with a clean sweep. 
Second overall went to Holland, who 
had finished third in the 125cc class 
at the Mammoth Mountain MX the 
previous day, with Cooper finishing 
third overall. 

Sunday's International action got 
underway at 10:30 a.m. with timed 
qualifying, which determined who 
would get first choice at starting 
positions. During Saturday's prac- 
tice session, though, Germany's 
Dietmar Lacher, who won the Italian 
GP prior to Hollister, crashed over 
a set of jumps and broke his arm. 
The jumps, which riders began to 
double, was protested by a couple of 
riders, including Thorpe, and was 
bulldozed out. 

Despite riding with a sore lower 
leg and ankle, Ward clicked off the 
fastest lap time at 1:51.959 seconds, 
a full second over Glover at 1:53.575. 
Lechien was third fastest at 1:54.690, 
while the top European rider in 
fourth was Vimond at 1:55.150. 
Vimond was followed by Leisk

Belgium’s Eric Geboers took the overall win via a 3-2 score. He gained 
one point on series points leader Dave Thorpe. 
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(1:55.536), Geboers (1:55.609), Amer- 
ican Billy Liles (1:55.921), Nicoll 
(1:55.944), Thorpe (1:55.986) and 
Holland's Kees Van der Ven 
(1:56.789). 

The Hollister 500cc U.S. GP 
featured two 40-minute-plus-two- 
lap motos, with points awarded each 
moto. The rider with the most points 
after finishing both motos would be 
the overall winner. Geboers’ -3-2 
moto finish earned him 32 points, 
while Thorpe's 1-5 score gave him 
31 points. 

For his 3-2 moto finishes, Geboers 
pocketed $1280 of the $15,000 purse, 
while Thorpe collected $1230 for 
second place. A moto win earned 
$970, while second took home $730. 

There was no real opening cerem- 
ony, but before the first International 
(500cc) moto got underway at 1:15 
p.m., five-time 500cc MX World 
Champion Roger DeCoster, Ameri- 
ca’s first and only 500cc MX World 
Champion Brad Lackey (1982) and 
four-time Carlsbad 500cc U.S. GP 
winner Gerrit Wolsink were inter- 
viewed on the track’s infield in front 
of an estimated 10,000 spectators.

Forty riders lined the starting gate 
for the first 500cc moto, with KTM 
rider Kees Van der Ven nailing the 
early lead while Kawasaki’s Mike 
Fisher went down in the first turn. 

“Somebody came across and 
clipped my front wheel," said Fisher. 
“Then a turn later, Ward and 
Lechien went down, and there went 
our whole (U.S. Kawasaki) team.” 

Ward said, ‘“The pack came in on 
the left and someone took my front 
wheel out, and Ronnie hit my bike 
and went down. He didn’t actually 
hit me, but he hit my bike after it 
was down.” 

Both Ward and Lechien 
remounted in third- and second-to- 
last and tried to mount comebacks 
that never materialized. 

“My shoulder is really sore," said 
Ward afterwards, and rather than 
risking any more injury with the 
500cc Nationals starting next week 
in Michigan, Ward decided to pull 
off the track and sit out the rest of 
the day since he had no chance at 
the overall victory. 

Lechien also pulled off and chose 





not to ride the second moto for the 
same reasons as Ward with the 
exception his injury was a damaged 
thumb. 

With Ward and Lechien out of 
action, Yamaha’s Jeff Stanton was 
the top American in the moto, 
running just inside the top 10, while 
Glover was next American in 11th. 

Up front, Van der Ven kept KTM’s 
spirits high with the lead, but he was 
being hounded by Britain’s Mark 
Banks on a Honda. But Thorpe and 
Geboers were on the move. Geboers 
was gaining ground on the leaders 
before he crashed, dropping back to 
sixth, while Thorpe stayed on the 
gas. 

At about the 10-minute mark, Van 
der Ven went down when he lost the 
front wheel in a turn, giving the lead 
to Thorpe. 

“It was just one of those stupid 
crashes," said the Dutch rider who 
recovered in third. 

By this point, Glover was making 
up ground on the leaders as he passed 
a number of riders, including Stan- 
ton. By the midway point Glover had 
moved into fourth and was gaining 
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England's Dave Thorpe won the first moto but could only manage a 
fifth in the second moto to capture second overall. 





on fourth-place Van der Ven, who 
had been passed by Geboers. In 
second was Vimond, who earlier 
passed a fading Banks. 

A few laps later, Glover motored 
past Van der Ven, then found himself 
with a large gap between himself and 
Geboers. With the crowd cheering 
him on, Glover began closing the 
gap on Geboers. Glover, riding a 
modified Yamaha with a YZ490 
motor tucked inside a YZ250 frame, 
was on the move. 

“The 250 frame has slightly better 
geometry than the 490,” said Glover, 
“and since we’ve been riding and 
testing the 250 all year, we’ve got the 
suspension and linkages all dialed 
in. All it took was one motor mount 
change and that was it.” 

But the big question was could 
Glover’s air-cooled engine maintain 
enough horsepower in the late stages 
to keep up with the works water- 
cooled bikes of Geboers, Thorpe, 
Vimond and Van der Ven? 

“Well the motor works good but 
it does lose horsepower as the race 
goes on," said Glover. “There were 
hills I could pull in one gear early 
in the race, that I couldn't pull in 
the same gear later on." 

Nonetheless, Glover was on the 
move, but with approximately 10 
minutes left in the moto he dropped 
out of top contention and was 
running 10th. 

“A hay bale had rolled onto the 
course when a rider ahead of me 
clipped it," said Glover. “There was 
nothing I could do and I smashed 
into it head on." 

Glover went down and by the time 
he got going again, he was inches 
behind England's Mervyn Anstie. By 
the end of the. moto, Glover could 
only pass Anstie and finish ninth. 

Up front, Thorpe was cruising, 
enjoying a moderate lead on 
Vimond, who was ready to take 
advantage of any mistake by Thorpe, 
but Vimond also had a closing 
Geboers to contend with. 

With Glover in 10th, Stanton was 
the top American but was stuck 
between a heated battle with Van der 
Ven, Nicoll and Leisk. 

With a few laps to go, Stanton 
made his move on Van der Ven and 
passed the KTM rider at the bottom 
of the hill through a tight turn that 
led up to a steep uphill. However, 
Stanton lost momentum up the hill, 
letting both Van der ven and Nicoll

I wasn't aggressive enough," said 
Stanton. “I got by Van der Ven but 
I got in the soft stuff up the hill and 
lost traction, and they both went by.” 

Watching all that action from 
close behind was Leisk, who put in 
a late moto pass on Nicoll. 

Heading to the finish line was 
Thorpe leading Vimond, but 
Geboers was charging hard after 
Vimond. As the two riders flew over 
a jump, a turn before the checkered 
flag, Geboers went all out to pass 
Vimond. Geboers and Vimond flew 
over the jump almost side-by-side, 
and as they grabbed a handful of 
brakes for the next tight right-hand 
turn, Geboers locked up the rear 
wheel and stalled the motor. Vimond 
continued on to finish second behind 
winner Thorpe, while Geboers was 
left trying to restart his big-bore 
Honda. It took a number of kicks 
before it fired, but he had enough 
time on Banks to maintain third in 
the moto. 

Banks was followed in by Van der 
Ven, Leisk, Nicoll, Stanton, Glover 
and Anstie. 

Liles, from Georgia, the only 
American campaigning the entire 
500cc GP series, suffered an early 
moto get-off relegating him to the 
back of the pack. He eventually 
dropped out, while riding out of the 
points. He was saving himself for the 
second moto. 

“I just haven't had that good of 
a season," said Liles. "I've DNFed 
six motos so far, most of them have 
been mechanical. I got a new 
mechanic and things have been 
getting better. I'm going to stay in 
Europe until I win this thing (500cc 
World Championship). 

Swede Hakan Carlqvist, the 1983 
500cc MX World Champion and the 
last European to win a 500cc MX GP 
in the U.S. at Carlsbad in 1983, 
finished 12th. 

Glover slipped into his “good 
luck" pink JT Racing riding gear 
for the second moto, and it looked 
like it would be a runaway for the 
Californian. The factory Yamaha 
rider blasted his YZ490 into the lead 
and charged to a five-second advan- 
tage over Leisk before the end of the 
first lap. Back in third was Thorpe 
followed by Geboers. 

Glover was on the gas and the 
crowd was on its feet and screaming. 
Glover said after the race, “That was 
the loudest cheering I've ever heard 
for me.” 

The emotional crowd boosted

Glover's drive to where he worked 
his way up to an 11-second advantage 
over Leisk, with Geboers taking over 
third, Thorpe fourth and Nicoll 
fifth. 

Near the 15-minute mark Glover 
was still cruising up in front, but 
Leisk had noticably gained on 
Glover. In fact Leisk had cut Glover's 
lead in half. 

“I tipped over in a tight turn,” said 
Glover. “The front wheel got out of 
shape and I went down.” 

For the next couple of laps Glov- 
er’s lead began to dwindle, with 
Leisk charging. Glover’s cushion 
narrowed down to four seconds, then 
two seconds then down to one second 
over Leisk. 

Then near the 30-minute point, 
Glover came around in third, a few 
seconds behind Geboers as Leisk led 
with about five seconds on the 
Belgian. 

"I was coming down the downhill 
and was about to pass a lapper when 
he suddenly gassed it into my line 
in a berm,” said Glover. “He pushed 
me over the berm and my bike got 
tangled up in a hay bale. I had to 
pull my bike out of the wire and it 
was facing backwards.” 

Glover still had a chance to pass 
Geboers but crashed one more time 
when his front wheel washed out in 
a rutted turn. Glover had plenty of 
time to get his Yamaha restarted 
without having to worry about 
fourth-place Nicoll, who had over- 
taken a tiring Thorpe. 

“I used up all of my energy in the 
first moto," said Thorpe, who felt 
the effects of 80-plus degree temper- 
atures at Hollister. “So I had to be 
content with fourth and let Nicoll 
by." 
Back in sixth was Vimond, who 
was holding back a hard-charging 
Banks, Anstie and Liles. 

Leisk enjoyed about a five second 
lead on Geboers throughout the rest 
of the moto to take the win. 

"Leisk was riding very fast," said 
Geboers. “I tried to catch him but 
he was going too fast. But I knew 
if I finished where I was I would get 
the overall and gain at least one point 
on Thorpe. I didn't want to risk that 
by trying hard to catch Leisk.” 

Third place went to Glover with 
Nicoll and Thorpe rounding out the 
top five. Next came Vimond, Banks, 
Anstie, Liles and Anstie. 

"I'm thrilled to win a GP moto; 
its the first in my career," said Leisk. 
“This gives me a good boost going 
into the 500cc Nationals next week, 
it really helps." 


Leisk also surprised everyone. 


when he said, “Not many know this, 





but I plan on riding the 500cc GP 
circuit next year.” 

When asked what flag he'll be 
racing under, he said, "Both, the 
Australian and American flags." 

Glover also said he would like to 
campaign the 500cc GPs next year 
if he can line up some kind of 
support. 

“I think it would be great to ride 
in Europe," said Glover. 


250cc Support 


The 250cc Support motos pro- 
duced a three-man dogfight involv- 
ing Dymond, Cooper and Holland, 
and the battle these three riders put 
on kept the crowd on its feet every

Holland charged into the lead at 
the start of the first moto, with 
Cooper second and Dymond third. 
The rest of the 15-rider field was 
never in contention with the top 
three. 

Holland led the race for a couple 
of laps with Cooper pressuring and 
Dymond watching at a safe distance 
in third. By the eight-minute mark 
of the 20-minute-plus-two-lap race 
Cooper found his way into the lead, 
with Dymond following in his 
footsteps. 

Now it was a two-way duel 
between Cooper and Dymond, but 
the duel didn't last for long when 
Dymond shot past Cooper and into 
the lead. The Yamaha rider then 
proceeded to march away for the win. 

In the second moto, it looked as 
if Holland and Cooper would steal 
the show away from Dymond. Hol- 
land led for most of the race with 
Cooper in second and Dymond a 
distant third. 

But with two laps to go, Cooper 
made his move on Holland, but 
Holland retaliated by slamming the 
door shut on Cooper, who went off 
the track. Dymond, meanwhile, was 
sitting back and saw the opening he 
needed. Dymond shot past Cooper 
when he was off the track and 
quickly motored by Holland, taking 
the lead.

Round 6 


Morehead sputters 
to Lima HM win

LIMA, OH, JUNE 25 


‘Tm a nervous wreck, but there's nothing 
better than winning a big one in front of 
your family and friends," said Steve More- 
head after overcoming a failing engine to 


win the Ohio State Champion- 
ship Half Mileat Allen County 
Fairgrounds. The “Findlay 
Flyer, whose hometown is 
only 28 miles from the race track, 
took the lead on the sixth go-round 
in the 20-lap final, and then nursed 
a sick motor home for victory. 
Second went to fellow Harley- 
Davidson pilot Chris Carr, who got 
up front early, fell back, and then 
skillfully pushed back up into the 
runner-up slot. Third went to Harley 
factory rider Scott Parker, fourth to 
defending Grand National Cham- 


pion Bubba Shobert on a Honda, and 
fifth to Harley-mounted Ronnie 
Jones. In sixth was early race leader 
Jay Springsteen, who by his perfor- 
mance had his competitors shouting, 
“Springer’s back!" 

` The thermometer peaked at a 
brutal 99 degrees at Lima, breaking 
temperature records for northern 
Ohio previously set near the turn of 
the century. The heat was coupled 
with a steady wind, making for 
blowtorch-like conditions that were 


‘giving promoter Dave McCarthy fits. 


“We understand what the riders are 


“up against, and we'll do our darndest 





to try and beat Mother Nature,” said 
McCarty, who had two water trucks 
on hand to prep the usually dust- 
free pea gravel surface. 

Though over 100,000 gallons of 
water were applied, dust continued 
to be a problem throughout the 
program. Delays due to watering 
caused the AMA to split the program, 
and run the 750cc National program 
prior to the 600cc races. AMA pro- 
fessional dirt track manager J.B. 
Norris jokingly referred to the event 
as the “24 Hours of Lima," which 
didn't seem too far from the truth 
— the final race rolled to a halt at 
2:30 a.m. 

McCarthy estimated the crowd for 
the Ohio Championships at 7000. 
Most stayed for the entire 750cc 
program (which ended just after 
midnight), while only a few hundred 
hearty souls stayed for the remaining 
600cc National. Despite the condi- 
tions, great racing was the order of 
the evening, on a no-groove course 
where the hot líne was altered 
constantly throughout each event. 

Morehead took home $4000 out of 
the $33,000 combined 750/600cc 
purse, $3600 for winning and $400 
as a bonus for pre-entering the event. 
Carr won $2655, and Parker won 
$1830, which included a $100 fast 
qualifier bonus put up by a local car 
dealership. 

Time Trials 

Parker couldn't break Morehead's 
track record set last year, but the 
25.740 he laid down was good 
enough for fast time. “Hey, I laid 








around and took it easy last night, 
so I was rarin' to go," said Parker, 
who got out to qualify early in the 
lineup. “I got out early in practice 
and figured things out, and then got 
around real well." 

Second, with a 26.197, was Mike 
Sponeller/Fabball/Shoei/B.V.R./ 
Dutrow's Honda-sponsored Rodney 
Farris, with third going to KK/Bell/ 
Wheelin' Works/F&S-backed More- 
head. “Hank Scott builds the best 
motors in the country, and I'm 
sitting on one here tonight," said 
Morehead. 

Shobert, who shuttled in via a 
private airplane from the Road 
America Camel Pro road race in 
Wisconsin, clocked a 26.355 for 
fourth fastest. Terry Poovey put his 
Harley in fifth with a 26.475. Sixth 
was Dan Ingram. and seventh was 
Springsteen, both on Harleys. 
Springsteen waved off his first round - 
attempt, but came back with a 
creditable second round try. Eighth 
went to two-time Grand National 
Champion Ricky Graham, who was 
riding Morehead's back-up bike. 

"Something let go in my bike 
(during the first practice session), 
and since I loaned Steve a bike in 
'82, he owned me one,” said Graham. 
"It doesn't fit me right — my legs 
are 10 inches longer than his.” 

Forty-five riders qualified for the 
program, with the second through 
16th place riders all in the 26-second 
range. 


Heats 

Three 12-rider, 10-lap heats were 
run, with each heat transferring the 
top three to the 20-lap main event. 

Scott Pearson, Springsteen, Parker 
and Chad Felicio ran their Harleys 
to the front on lap one, but by lap 
two Parker and Springer were 1-2, 
while Pearson and Dan Ingram were 
jockeying for third. Then the red flag 
waved for a restart. “‘Bob (Farner) slid 
out, his bike clipped my front wheel, 
and I stepped off at about 80 or so,” 
said Bryan Villella. “Tm just glad 
that we're both okay.” 

Pearson took the lead off the 
restart, but then Springer moved up 
and challenged for second. On lap 
four Parker found a really low line 
and used it on both Pearson and 
Springsteen to lead on lap six. 
Springsteen worked high and Parker 
low, but Parker got the nod. The 
third and final transfer went to 
Pearson. 

"Its gettin’ a little bit skatey — 
you just wait 'til you hit the berm 
and start squarin' it off," said Parker, 
who won the Lima race in 1985 and 
'87. 

“The bike was pushing; you'd just 
skate until you hit the cushion, but 
you gotta roll the dice sometime," 


'said Springsteen. 


“I just tried not to let 'em run away 
from me," said Pearson. “TIl take all 
my chances in the main." 

Carr looked to have it all the way 
in heat two, but George Roeder II 
executed a fantastic move on the last 
lap to win. Roeder took his Mike's 
Harley-Davidson Harley extremely 
high in turns one and two, and then 
used the momentum to slingshot in 
ahead of Carr on the back straight 
to take command. Farris and Poovey 


- ducked underneath each other time 


and again to decide third, and 
Poovey got the final transfer spot by 
securing the position for good on lap 
eight. 

Morehead holeshot heat three, 
Keith Jacobsen and Don Estep went 
down, and then Morehead grabbed 
the lead again off the restart. He got 
away clean and ran to the checkers 
unchallenged. Don Howard plugged 
his Harley into second, and stayed 
there the entire race, despite a last- 
lap challenge by Shobert. Bubba

used the same time-saving line 
Parker utilized in heat one, but 
Howard closed the door in the fourth 
turn on the final lap. 

"It feels like we're riding on 
marbles tonight, but this is a race 
and I'm here to win it," said More- 
head, who won the race in 1985. 


Semis 

Twelve riders were gridded for 
each of two 10-lap semis, with the 
top three from each race completing 
the line-up for the 15-rider main 
event. 

Graham got the lead in semi one, 
but before he sorted out his high line, 
Farris went underneath to lead. 
Ronnie Jones throttled his Honda 
into transfer contention, got under 
Graham, and then used turns 3-4 to 
work inside of Farris to lead. Graham 
used his high line to repass Farris, 
and then tightened up the battle for 
the lead with Jones on laps 8-9. Jones 
pulled out a safe cushion, Graham 
was second, and Farris stayed just a 
hub ahead of Felicio, who came 
alongside coming out of four for the 
final time. 

"You can ride all over the track, 
there's no groove out there," said 
Jones. “The best line at the start of 
the main won't work all the way. 
Those guys were trying to kick my 
butt — you'd better stay on the gas 
or get out of the way." 

Estep holeshot the second semi, 
but Doug Davis ran his K&K Harley 
wide in turns 1-2 to lead. The move 
was worth the risk; Davis ran uncon- 
tested to the finish. Estep got squir- 
relly on lap two, giving Bryan 
Hardin the hole he need to work his 
Harley to second. Estep rode the high 
line all the way, but never regained 
the runner-up slot. 

"You can ride anywhere on the 
track, but you have to hold on tight 
on those outside lines," said Davis. 
“These fans and all their cheering 
really help my riding a lot." 
National 

Parker, Roeder, Springsteen and 
Pearson jumped out front at the start 
of the 20-lap main event, but the red 
flag came out after Davis and How- 
ard fell hard between turns one and 
two. Davis was through the bales and 
up into the fence, but walked away. 
Howard initially opted for a ride in 
the ambulance, but never left the 
fairgrounds and returned later in the 
evening for the 600cc National. 

On the restart it was Parker and 








Carr leading, but Springsteen tucked 
in low in turn two and went under- 
neath to lead on lap one. Morehead 
and Poovey dropped into 3-4 on lap 
two, and then Poovey dropped low 
in turn two to take third on lap three. 

Morehead regained third from 
Poovey on the next circuit, and then 
got past Parker for second through 
turn four on lap five. Parker stuck 
a wheel under Morehead in turns one 
and two on lap six, but by this point 
Steve was dialed in and moving 
ahead. He ended Springer's reign up 
front on lap six, and began to move 
away from the pack. 

Parker came up on Springsteen 
and made contact, saved it after a 
high-speed wobble, and got under- 
neath for second. Poovey, Carr and 
Roeder were running a draft line in 
4-5-6, and on lap seven Carr dropped 
under Poovey and closed on Spring- 
steen. Then Roeder coasted out with 
a sour engine, and Shobert moved 
to sixth. 

It was Carr with the hot moves on 
laps 9-10, as he stuck low to pass 
Springsteen in turn three, then 
Parker in turn two. “I set the bike 
up to run high, but I grew up on 
little blue grooves," said Carr. 
“When I needed to I started to work 
down low.” 

While Morehead was alone out 
front, Carr, Parker and Springsteen 
worked in a cluster on the low line. 
Davis, the victim of the first lap 
crash, went out of contention on lap 
11. Shobert, Jones and Pearson were 
spread out in 5-6-7. 

Shobert closed the gap to Spring- 
steen through laps 12-14. Springer 
protected his position through turn 
three on lap 14, but Shobert went 
underneath Jay in turn two on the 
next go-round. Then Jones made his 
way on Springsteen and got under- 
neath for fifth on lap 18. 

Morehead's engine was breaking 
up, but Steve kept it on the groove 
and up to speed through the final 
laps, never losing an inch to the 
finish. Carr got the nod over Parker 
by inches, with Shobert, Jones and 
Springsteen 4-5-6. Farris moved past 
Pearson for seventh, with Hardin 
and Graham rounding out the top 
10. 

“Tt sounded like the ignition or the

bikes have too much horsepower, 
and my mechanical trouble was 
actually helping me hook up.” 

“I was hopin’ for five more laps,” 
said Carr. “The track changed so 
much that it became a big guessing 
game, and I was just getting it 
figured out.” 

“Stevie was just haulin’ on that 
rough inside line, but when I tried 
it I was bucking all over. I thought 
I better get back up high before I 
busted my ass,” said Parker. “I 
gained a couple of points on Shobert 
(Shobert now leads the GNC by three 
points), and. that's what racing a 
championship is all about.” i

AMA Superbike/Camel Pro Series: 
Rounds 4/6 


Polen rolls on 
at Road America

A week after winning his first-ever AMA 
National, Yoshimura Suzuki’s Doug Polen 
turned in a convincing performgnce to 


capture National win number two at 
Elkhart Lake’s picturesque | Polen’s ride was flawless as 
Road America. he led the 60-mile event flag- 

















to-flag in record shattering fashion, 
topping rival Bubba Shobert and his 
factory Honda VFR750 by 6.6 
seconds. Third place went to Vance 
& Hines Suzuki-mounted Randy 
Renfrow in his finest Superbike 
finish to date. Yoshimura Suzuki’s 
Scott Gray and Peter Brady Racing’s 
Honda VFR750-mounted John Ash- 
mead rounded out the top five. 

Polen’s victory in front of an 
estimated 18,000 fans at the Coca- 
Cola Super Cycle Weekend puts him 
seven points in front of Shobert in 
the race for the Superbike title, 72- 
65. 

Polen also moved to within four 
points of Shobert in the Camel Pro 
Series (a combination of Camel dirt 
track and road races) standings. 
Shobert, who flew with Dr. Dave 
Kieffer in a private plane from Road 
America to Lima, Ohio, on Saturday 
after the heat races to compete in the 
Grand National Championship 
Lima Half Mile which was not a 
Camel Pro event, leads the Camel 
Pro Series, 87-72. Shobert, inciden- 
tally, finished fourth at Lima. 

Renfrow, who moves to third in 
the Superbike standings with 40 
points, and Ashmead made news 
immediately following the race by 
taking advantage of the AMA’s 
carburetor claiming rule. Renfrow 
and Vance & Hines put up the $3000 
required and walked away with 
Polen’s Yoshimura-prepped Miku- 
nis. Ashmead and his team, mean- 
while, tossed down the $3000 and 
claimed Shobert's flat slide carbs for 
their Honda VFR750. The Team 
Honda loss seemed more severe as 
the magnesium carbs are reportedly 
valued at close to $20,000. 

Shobert didn’t take kindly to 
Ashmead’s gesture. “I play with 
these guys and I try and help 'em," 
he said after learning his carbs were 
claimed. “It ain't gonna help him. 
I'll eat my words if he beats me. He's 
running mid-pack and he thinks the 
carbs are going to make him win. 
The whole thing upsets me.” 

When asked about the claim, 
Ashmead said. “Is that what I signed? 
I thought it was the contingency 
sheet." 

Renfrow went out of his way to 
vent his feelings on the issue. “I 
honestly didn't want to claim them,” 





he said. “I did go talk to them 
(Yoshimura). I asked them to please 
contact whoever needed to be con- 
tacted so we could buy a set (of the 
carbs) I told them if not that we 
would seriously consider claiming 
them. I would have paid that ($3000) 
or more to maintain a good relation- 
ship with them. They told us they 
didn't think they were- available. 
They said if I had to have them then 
I would have to claim them. I don't 
think it should be up to the riders 
to enforce the rules but that's what 
we are doing. It's (the carburetor 
claiming rule) the AMA's way of 
copping out." 

Getting his carbs claimed had little 
effect on Polen. “We knew about it," 
he said. “They came and asked about 
them." 

Polen set a blistering pace in all 
three Superbike races, winning his 
heat, the Camel Challenge and the 
National while setting records in 
each. His Camel Challenge victory 
was his fourth in four attempts, 
raising his year to date Camel 
Challenge earnings to $40,000. 

Shobert finished second in the 
Camel Challenge, earning $2500 
with Polen's Yoshimura teammate 
Scott Gray finishing third and taking 
home $2000. 

Polen also collected $4475 for 
winning the National while Shobert 
and Renfrow took home $2980 and 
$2115, respectively. | Heats proved 
to be the right name for Saturday's 
qualifiers as hot and humid weather 
emerged upon the drought-stricken 
Midwest. 

It was New Hampshire's Dave 
Sadowski and Polen leading the first 
heat pack off the line and down the 
$600-foot long front straight. After 
the first four-mile lap, it was Polen 
a country mile ahead of his teammate 
Gray. Ashmead followed with Ren- 
frow closing. 

The Dunlop radial-clad Suzuki 
and Polen took the win, easily 
beating Gray by 20 seconds. Ren- 
frow, back from a slow start, got past 
Ashmead to finish third. 

“I have yet to get a good start on 
that motorcycle," Renfrow said later. 
“I didn't even get a good jump." 

Polen circulated the 20-mile heat 
race in 11 minutes, 55.189 seconds 
for an average speed of 100.673 mph, 
smashing Kevin Schwantz' 1987 five- 
lap Superbike record. 

Heat number two saw Scott Rus- 
sell getting a flyer off the line, but 
at the end of the first lap it was 
Shobert narrowly leading Honda 
VFR750-mounted Doug Chandler. 


Chandler stuck with Shobert until 


he lost his brakes on the second lap, 
a victim of a warpage problem 
similar to the one he encountered at 
Loudon. 

Shobert and his Michelin radial- 
shod Honda topped Chandler by 8.85 
seconds. Russell held on for third 
place on the Woody Kyle/Chris 
Chandler-sponsored Suzuki. 

Dale Quarterley held on to fourth 
despite nursing home an oil-spewing 
Lockhart Suzuki. “It started doing 
it on lap two,” Quarterley said. “I 
was sliding around so I just said 
screw it." 

Shobert averaged 98.950 mph for 
the five-lap affair, 12 segonds off 
Polen's pace for the identical 
distance. 

"Looking at the times, I'd say it's 
going to be tough,” Shobert said on 
Sunday morning. “But we'll see if 
Ican go faster when I race with him." ` 

The weather was considerably 
cooler on Sunday and the morning 
practice session saw Chandler warp 
yet another set of brakes; Quarterley 
had changed the rings on his Suzuki, 
but it was still “spewing oil" in 
practice. 

Gray was given new forks:on his

Yoshimura Suzuki on Sunday prior 
to the Camel Challenge; he now had 
the same forks as Polen. “It’s not so 
much the trickness of these, but the 
non-trickness of the others," he'said. 

With Polen's pockets already 
bulging from his past $30,000 in 
Camel Challenge earnings, the 28- 
year-old blasted into the lead imme- 
diately in the $17,500 five-lap dash 
for cash. For all practical purposes 
the race ended on the first lap as 
Polen's Suzuki screamed across the 
start/finish line with a massive lead 
over Shobert, Gray, Chandler, Ren- 
frow and Russell - in his first-ever 
Camel Challenge. 

On the second lap, Polen wicked 
it up to turn a 2:21.02 lap time, 
leading Shobert by over eight 
seconds after three laps. Gray and 
Chandler, meanwhile, were ready to 
give challenge to Shobert, with Gray 
actually leading the Honda factory 
pilot to start the final lap. 

Shobert, however, managed to 
draft past Gray on the front straight 
to take second. 

“I soft braked the last section, 
hoping he would come past so I 
could draft him, but he stayed behind 
me” Gray said later. “The front end 
was chattering; I don't have it set up 
right yet. We were both being a little 
conservative." 

Chandler followed Gray for fourth 
with Renfrow fifth and Russell sixth. 

“They get 15 bike lengths on me 
through the carousel," Chandler 
said. “If I can stay with them there 
I can pull away. I went easier on the 
brakes and they feel fine. I'll slow 
down the shock for the final and 
maybe it'll work better through there 
(the carousel)." 

Shobert had the softest Michelins 
available on the Honda, but after the 
five-lap Challenge the tires appeared 
brand new. ''He's (Polen) going 
good, but I hate the feeling that 
there's nothing I can do," Shobert 
said. “I think the tires would have 
worked a little better if it was as hot 
as yesterday." 

Shobert led the pack off the line 
in the 15-lap, 60-mile National, but 
it was Polen leading when the field 
stormed down the backstraight and 
into turn five. Shobert was next 





followed by Chandler, Gray, Ash- 
mead, Richard Arnaiz, a slow- 
starting Renfrow and Sadowski. 

On the second go-around, Polen 
led by almost two seconds over 
Shobert after setting a lap record 
with a 2:20.44 lap. Chandler and 
Gray were fighting over third; Ash- 
mead, Renfrow and Arnaiz were 
locked in a duel for fifth with 


Sadowski, Quarterley, Russell and . 


Larry Shorts in tow. Mark Chin and 
his Yamaha FZR750 were on the 
move after a sluggish start. 

The second lap also saw Mark 
Bougas make a great save entering 
turn five after being hit by John 
Eidenberger. Bougas, feet flying 
in the air, got his Suzuki under 
control but crashed when he got to 
the grass. He remounted and finished 
26th. 

Polen's lead over Shobert was up 
to 3.9 seconds and holding as the 
field completed lap five. Chandler, 
meanwhile, had pulled clear from 
Gray and Renfrow was charging, 
gaining ground on Gray. By this 
time Chin was up to ninth and 
battling with Sadowski while gain- 
ing on Russell. It was on the fifth 
lap that Quarterley's bike finally 
drained itself of all its oil. 

A lap later, on lap six, Gray got 
by Chandler; the VFR750 beginning 
to slow and forcing the Californian 
to later pit in an effort to save engine 
destruction. 

By the 10th lap, Polen led by over 
five seconds; Gray was ahead of 
Chandler, who in turn led Renfrow 
by a second; Arnaiz was past Ash- 
mead and Russell and Chin con- 
tinued to struggle over eighth. 

On lap 12, Chandler dropped out, 
leaving Renfrow to catch Gray. 

“It started dragging at the halfway 
flags," Chandler said later. “I 
couldn't stay in Scott's (Gray) draft." 

Renfrow went from from 2.4 
seconds behind Gray on lap 12 to 
less than a second on the final lap. 
He then drafted past on the race to 
the flag to put himself in the 
winner's circle. 

On the 14th lap, Arnaiz dropped 
out when his Yamaha "just 
stopped." That left Ashmead a 
lonely fifth. The battle for sixth went

to the flag with Chin drafting past 
Russell. Sadowski was next followed 
by Mike Harth and Wes Cooley. 


"T didn’t know he was there," Gray , 


said. “I got a plus three on the last 
lap. It’s the same thing that hap- 
pened at Daytona." 

Chin was pleased with his sixth 
place. “I pushed pretty hard," he 
said. “I drafted past Scott (Russell) 
on the front straight, but I lost the 
front end twice on the last lap. I felt 
like it slid two feet. He passed me 
out of two, but I got a good drive 
coming onto the front straight. It's 
nice coming back after crashing 
twice at Loudon last week.” 

“The tires started working better 
and better,” Shobert said. “I thought 
I'd keep putting the pressure on him 
(Polen) and we'd race. But when I 
started catching him, he got a little 
faster. I guess he had a little left.” 

Polen said f% was taking it rela- 
tively easy. “I just watched the 
board,” he said. "When it went from 
plus four to three, I wicked it back 
up to four and just kept that pace 


going. I hit the traffic on the straights 
so it didn’t slow me.” 

Of the three women competing at 
Road America, Canadian Kathleen 
Coburn fared the best, ending up 
17th after finishing 10th in her heat 
race. Coburn’s teammate and fellow 
Canadian Toni Sharpless didn’t 
complete a full lap in the National 
when her Yamaha FZR750 blew up 
after half a lap. Suzuki-mounted 
Suzanne Brightbill of Pennsylvania 
was a non-qualifier. e

AMA/Castrol 250cc Grand Prix Series: 


Round 4 


Oliver nips Stevens 
at Elkhart Lake

ELKHART LAKE, WI, JUNE 26 


Lassak Racing's Rich Oliver narrowly 
edged Team Nordica Roberts’ Thomas 
Stevens at the checkered flag to win the 
Castrol 250 Grand Prix final at picturesque 


Road America. 

Oliver took the win by 
inches after the duo traded 
places constantly, averaging 
98.222 mph throughout the 13-lap, 
52-mile event. For his efforts, Oliver 
netted $3830 of the $20,000 250cc GP 
purse. 

Third place went to Doug Brau- 
neck on the John Hasty Racing 
Yamaha TZ250, who beat Andy 
Leisner on an Aprilia and Robbie 
Petersen on a Honda RS250 after a 
race-long battle. 

Defending 250cc National Cham- 
pion, series points leader and crowd 
favorite John Kocinski led the first 
four laps of the final, but retired 
when the motor on his Yamaha 
TZ250 seized for unknown reasons 
on lap five. This turn of events 
allowed Stevens to close on his 
teammate in the AMA/Castrol 250cc 
GP point standings. Kocinski now 
leads Stevens by a scant six points 
— 60 to 54. : 

Ironically, Team Nordica Roberts 
were defeated by their own generos- 
ity; they’d lent an ignition black box 
to the Lassak Racing team on Sat- 
urday and Oliver went on to use it 
in his bid to defeat Stevens. 

The Saturday afternoon heat races 
got underway with Kocinski getting 
the holeshot on the field. Marcello 
Del Guidice held second, followed 
by Brauneck, Chris D’Alusio and 
Alan Carter. Canadian Stephan 
Crevier had worked his way up to 
fifth by the completion of lap two, 
and a lap later he and Carter had 
relegated Del Guidice to fifth. 





Oliver’s Lassak Racing teammate 
Carter was riding in pain from a left 
knee injured in a crash the previous 
weekend at Loudon; he complained 
that he couldn’t bend his knee far 
enough to put his foot on the 
footpeg. Adding to his troubles, the 
crew had installed the rear wheel of 
his Yamaha incorrectly before the 
heat race, resulting in zero suspen- 
sion travel. Nevertheless, he sol- 
diered on to finish fourth. 

Kocinski, meanwhile, was pulling 
out a lead of epic proportions. At 
the end of lap three, he led by 14.5 
seconds, turning lap times in the 
2:25-range while the rest of the field 
could only manage 1:29s. He 
increased his advantage to over 20 
seconds by the checkered flag. 

Have some mercy on them, will 
you John? 

“I don't have mercy on anyone," 
said Kocinski. 

Brauneck took second in the heat, 
with Crevier third after missing a 
shift — he uses an unusual 
streetbike-style, one-down shift patt- 
ern on his Yamaha racer. Carter came 
home in fourth and Del Guidice, also 
on a Yamaha, was fifth. 

Oliver led wire-to-wire to win heat 
two, but behind him, Stevens, 
Leisner and Petersen waged a war 
for second. Petersen held second for 
two laps before Stevens got by for 
good, though he'd also tried earlier. 
A lap later, Leisner made a pass stick 
for third, pushing Petersen back to 
fourth. 

Laguna Seca 250cc USGP winner 
Jimmy Filice put his Honda in fifth 
place, and held it there to the finish. 








Nordica's Thomas Stevens finished second by a wheel after racing with 
Oliver for 13 laps; Stevens closed to within six points of Kocinski. 


South African Petersen rode the 
injured Kork Ballington's, Martin 
Carney-tuned Honda RS250. Bal- 
lington had fallen at Loudon, break- 
ing the scaffoid bone in his right 
hand, though he hinted that he may 
cut the cast off in time to race at the 
Laguna Seca National on July 10. 

Disaster struck the Lassak Racing 
team during Sunday morning's 
practice as Oliver’s machine 
appeared to be detonating in one 
cylinder and running rich in the 
other. 

"I'm just going to ride it until it 
burns a hole in the piston and 
seizes," said a distraught Oliver 
between practice and the race. 

Though initially diagnosed as yet 
another faulty ignition, Team 
Roberts tuner Bud Aksland told 
John Lassak that he didn't think the 
trouble was ignition-related. Lassak 
replaced the gaskets and richened the 
fuel mixture before the final, which 
cured it, so the problem was probably 
caused by an air leak. 

Another rider experiencing igni- 
tion problems on his Yamaha was 
former National Formula Two 
champ Donnie Greene. Greene's 
Yamaha DNF'ed the first heat race, 
and though he wanted to ride his 
Honda in the final, he'd qualified 
the Yamaha and would have to get 
it running again to compete. 
Another mechanical problem solved 
by a trip to the Nordica Roberts 
truck... 

On Saturday, Leisner was worried 
that his soft-compound Dunlop tires 
wouldn't go the distance, and that 
the medium-compound tires would 
take too long to warm up on his 
ultra-light, 208-pound Rotax V- 
twin-powered Aprilia. Fortunately, 
Sunday was far cooler than the high 
90-degree temperatures recorded on 
Saturday in the drought-stricken 
region. 

Oliver thought that he'd use a 
medium-compound Dunlop on the 
rear only, while teammate Carter 
reported that he'd been using the 
same set of soft-compound tires for 
the whole weekend — practice and 
races. 

Filice was hurting in the top speed 
department on the numerous long 
Road America straights. 

"I'm six mph down on Kocinski 
according to the radar gun,” he said. 

“Jimbo” was also suffering from 
front end chattering problems on his 
backup bike (he crashed his main 
bike the previous weekend at Lou- 
don) which would persist through- 
out the weekend. 

At the drop of the green flag, 
Kocinski grabbed the holeshot from 
the 27-rider field, followed by 
Petersen and Oliver. Stevens moved 
up to second by the end of lap one, 














but Oliver held second going into 
the back section of the course. 
Petersen fell to fourth, with Leisner 
fifth, Carter sixth and Brauneck 
seventh. 

Next time around, Brauneck 
passed Carter, and two laps later he’d 
gotten around both Leisner and 
Petersen. This triggered the start of 
a dice which lasted until the check- 
ered flag, each of the riders taking 
their turn in third through fifth 
places. 

On lap three, Filice came down the 
hill into turn five in eighth place, 
but got in too hot, rode off the edge 
of the track, and was swallowed up 
by the ensuing pack. He decided to 
park it. 

Kocinski turned a 2:26.02 second 
lap, followed by a 2:25.51 third lap, 
but coming down the hill on lap five, 
gremlins struck. The motor seized, 
and Kocinski coasted straight off the 
track on one of the escape roads. 

Oliver inherited the lead when 
Kocinski broke, but Stevens wasn’t 
going to let him run away with it. 

On lap eight, Stevens snatched the 
lead from Oliver and led until lap 
10 when he was repassed. Oliver held 
the lead until the last corner, where 
Stevens played his hand. 

“The plan was to be in second on 
the last lap and draft pass Oliver,” 
explained the Floridian. “But I got 
anxious and gassed it too early. It 
got a little sideways and he got away. 

Oliver took the checkered flag by 
half a wheel-length. 

"I never saw the white flag," said 
the winner. “I thought I'd let Stevens 
pass me on the last lap then draft 
past him at the finish. When I came 
around and saw the checkered flag 
I thought ‘Hey, I might have this 
won!” 


The battle for third went down to 
the last corner, with Brauneck hold- 
ing off Leisner and Petersen. 

“I got the 250 going for a change,” 
said a jubilant Brauneck later. “The 
Aprilia had the most power and the 
Honda had the advantage out of the 
corners, but I had a better drive in 
turn six and through the trees. I 
stayed in their draft and pulled it 
off.” 

Fourth place fell to Leisner, with 
Petersen fifth, Carter sixth, Crevier 
seventh, southern Californian 250cc 
rookie Richard Moore eighth, 
Greene ninth and Del Guidice 10the

Quarterley captures 
Pro Twins GP win

ELKHART LAKE, WI, JUNE 26 


Dale Quarterley rode a Fast by Ferracci 
Ducati 851 to win the hotly-contested Pro 
'Twins Grand Prix event at Road America, 
defeating Doug Brauneck on the Dr. John's 


Moto-Guzz on the last lap 
when the Guzzi’s left spark 
plug cap fell off. 

Quarterley and Brauneck 
swapped positions constantly 
throughout the race, decimating the 
field to lead third-place Ducati- 
riding veteran John Long by nearly 
a minute at the finish. 

A notable absentee was Dr. David 
'Kieffer, who bailed off the previous 
weekend at Loudon after running 
into the back of Long. Kieffer 
suffered an arm injury, and was 
unable to compete at Road America. 

Quarterley and Brauneck led the 
15-rider field into turn one at the 
start, heading Long by 10 seconds 





at the completion of lap one. The 
pair of front-running Italian tho- 
roughbreds were clocked at 165 mph 
through the sweeping turns called 
the back straight at Road America. 
Eraldo Ferracci explained that the 


` only reason Quarterley's bike is so 


much faster than the other Ducati 
851 racers is that he's removed some 
40 pounds of weight from the bike. 

“The engine's okay, but the bike's 
too heavy," said Ferracci with his 
trademark Italian accent. 

The bike belongs to Stefano Car- 
rachi (son of the “C” in legendary 
Ducati-builders NCR), and is the 
same one that he rode to third place 
at Daytona this past March. Ferracci 
moved the battery from under the 











seat to the right side of the engine, 
and the engine management system 
black box from the tailsection to 
behind the fairing, and fabricated a 
new crossover pipe for better ground 
clearance, but the engine remains 
stock. He’s also received an ultra- 
light fairing and front fender from 
the Ducati factory, but didn’t have 
time to install them; he figures 
they’re worth a savings of another 
five pounds. 

"I do whatever Ingenere Bordi 
(designer of the 851) tells me," said 
Ferracci, "We just change the gear 
ratio and the suspension and Dale 
does the rest." 

The team has also been experi- 
menting with different chips for the 
Marelli EMS, but Quarterley said 
that they don't make much of a 
difference. 

“The motor revs to 10,800 now," 
he said, “But I only rev it to 10,000 
anyway. It works better if you grunt 
it out of the corners between six- and 
7000." 

Pro Twins Modified Production 
Champion Pete Johnson held fourth 
initially on his Fast by Ferracci- 
prepared Ducati 750F1, with Satur- 
day endurance race GTU class 
winner Kevin Blais (who teamed 
with Long), fifth and Randy Shen- 
well sixth, both on Ducatis. 

Seventh place belonged to Two 
Brothers Racing's Kevin Erion, 
again electing to ride tuner Dan 
Kyle's Ducati 750F1, rather than his 
custom-built, Spondon-framed 
Ducati featuring Honda four-valve 
heads and front end. Erion rode the 


bike briefly in Saturday's endurance ` 


race, but pronounced it uncompet- 
itive. What was wrong? 

“I don’t know; I think it's just 
me," he admitted. 

Former AMA Battle of the Twins 
champ Jimmy Adamo was having a 
miserable weekend. First the motor 
of his 851 broke, then he was forced 
to revert to his 1987 bike which is 
now somewhat uncompetitive. He 
finished llth, a lap behind the 
leaders, and one spot behind veteran 
Kurt Liebmann on another Ducati. 

The other Reno Leoni-tuned 
Ducati, ridden by Pablo Real, 
finished dead last. Real, an Italian 
native raised in South America and 
now living in Maryland, only got 
four laps of practice because his van 
broke on the way to the race. He 
fashioned a bootleg alternator to get 
it running. 

Blais got past Johnson for fourth 
to start lap two, and by lap three 
Shenwell had also gotten by 
Johnson. 

Quarterley led past the start/finish 
line every lap but the fifth, but out 
on the other side of the course he 
and Brauneck were swapping the 
lead back and forth, much to the 
delight of the fans flocking on the 
hillsides. 

By lap five, the fast-flying duo led 
by 32 seconds, while Long had 
another 20 seconds over the three- 
rider pack of Shenwell, Blais and 
Johnson. 

By lap eight, the lead had grown 
to 50 seconds, and it appeared that 
the riders dicing for fourth place 
would hold their respective 
positions. 

As Quarterley passed the start/ 
finish line to start the white flag lap, 
he was given a plus zero sign on his 
pit board, and turned what eyewit- 
ness Brauneck called a “perfect lap.” 

Quarterley turned a blistering 
2:26.8 in a last-ditch effort to shake 
Brauneck, but if he'd turned around 
to look he would have seen Brauneck 
falling behind as the Guzzi went on 
to one cylinder. 

“Brauneck never would have got- 
ten me," said Quarterley about his 
Lockhart endurance racing team- 


mate, “Even if the bike didn't break." 

Dr. John Wittner has solved the 
cam drive problems which caused the 
Guzzi to retire during the last two 
rounds of the series at Loudon and 
Road Atlanta, but the bike still has 
some problems. 

"We just have to work on the 
suspension now," said Brauneck, 
adding that the bike was chattering 
through the high-speed, right-hand 
carousel turn. e

Ducati ridden by 1987 AMA Pro 
Twins Modified Production Cham- 
pion Pete Johnson, with Kevin Erion 
on the Two Brothers Racing Ducati 
third. 

Erion jumped into the lead at the 
drop of the green flag, with Johnson 
and Shambaugh hot in pursuit. 
Johnson grabbed the lead at the start 
of lap three, and held it until lap 
six when again Erion got in front. 
The riders were obviously enjoying 
themselves, as Johnson grabbed at 
Erion’s seat as he was passed, show- 
ing off for the large (for a Saturday) 
crowd. 

Johnson returned the favor a lap 
later as he repassed Erion for the lead 
with one lap to go. This time, 
though, Shambaugh followed John- 
son, relegating Erion to third. 

On the last lap, Shambaugh got 
around Johnson on the back straight 
and led onto the finish straight. 
Johnson sought to draft pass, but 
was unable to, settling for second 
place in front of Erion. 

"I knew whoever led under the 
bridge would win, but I thought 
Shambaugh put the move on a little 
early," said Erion, who won the first 
two Modified Production races of the 
year at Daytona and Road Atlanta. 
“T learned a lot last week. If a local 
guy gets out front, I'll just let him 
stay there." i 

“Craig came out of nowhere,” said 
Johnson, who sat out the Road 
Atlanta round with a broken collar- 
bone. “He came across me and 
almost took out my front wheel. I 
thought Erion would be my only 
problem...” 

“The bikes all had different advan- 
tages,’’ explained Shambaugh. 
Erion’s pulled hard but ran out of 
top end; Johnson’s seemed to be the 
best all-around. I was really relaxed 
during the race; I knew I had 
something left.”

‘Polen ends drought 
at Road America

Yoshimura Suzuki’s Doug Polen again 
showed the form which netted him the 1987 
Supersport Championship by winning his 
first 600cc Supersport race of 1988. 


Polen defeated Florida’s 
John Ashmead and local rider 
Scott Zampack in the eight- 
lap, 32-mile Supersport final 
held at Road America. Polen, riding 
a Suzuki Katana, diced with Ash- 
mead, riding a Honda CBR600 
Hurricane, throughout the race. The 
duo circulating the four-mile course 
in the 1:32 to 1:33-range. 

Polen didn’t get off to the best start 
during Sunday morning’s heat races. 
Instead, the Denton, Texas, native 
held second place: through most of 
the first heat, finally passing Roswell 
Honda Racing's Cam Roos on the 
final lap ‘when Roos’ Hurricane 


threw a rod. Roos dropped from first 
to fourth in -half a lap, barely 
limping across the finish line, but 
was unable to contest the final. 

Second place in the first heat went 
to another local rider Honda- 
mounted John Eidenberger with 
Suzuki-mounted David Sadowski, 
fresh off his wins at Loudon the 
previous weekend, third. Lance 
Nordby rounded out the top five on 
his,Honda. 

Road Atlanta winner Mike Smith, 
Cam Roos' Roswell Honda Racing 
endurance teammate, suffered trans- 
mission problems on his Hurricane 
and completed just one lap. 

Ricky Orlando didn't even make 








the start. After blowing up his 
Suzuki's motor in practice, his 
mechanic rebuilt the motor in time 
for the heat race. Unfortunately, 
Orlando left the key to the gas tank 
back at the hotel, and was unable 
to refuel in time to make the start. 

Ashmead took the win in the 
second heat race on his Hurricane, 
followed by Georgian Scott Russell 
on a Katana and Englishman Chris 
Knight on a Honda. Douglas Tosten 
took fourth with Morgan Murphy 
fifth, both also on Hondas. 

The field gridded for the final with 
Polen on pole by virtue of his fast 
heat race win with Ashmead next to 
him, then Eidenberger, Russell and 
Sadowski completing the first row. 

Eidenberger led at the start, but by 
the completion of lap one, Ashmead 
led Polen and Russell across the 
stripe with Sadowski and Zampack 
hot in pursuit. Polen then passed 
Ashmead on lap two with Nordby 
and Sadowski getting. around 
Zampack. 

Lap three saw the ambulance flag 
come out as both third-place Russell 
and backmarker Ty Tallakson went 
down in separate incidents. 

ishmead got back in front of 
Polen, as Zampack took advantage 
of the now-absent Russell to assume 
third. Sadowski led Nordby for 
fourth. 

On lap six, Polen passed Ashmead 
and made it stick, cruising home to 
a small but comfortable margin of 
victory. Zampack was forced to settle 
for third, with Sadowski taking 
fourth and Nordby fifth. Britt Tur- 
kington, Larry Schwariback, Dou- 
glas Tosten, Fritz Kling and Glenn 
Smith rounded out the top 10. 

Knight, who finished third in the 
second heat, suffered through trans- 
mission problems. Now a privateer 
after parting ways with Team 
Hammer Foreign Affairs, his bike 
kept jumping out of gear. In the 
final, he was run off the track by 
Eidenberger, and was left too far 
behind to post a serious challenge. 

In the winner's circle, Polen 
explained that he used the draft 
created by Ashmead and himself to 
pull away from Zampack. Ashmead 
said that he thought he had a little 
power on Polen, but that his bike 
didn't handle as well in the high- 
speed, right-hand carousel turn. 

"I was trying to keep pace with 
them, but it kept popping out of 
gear," said Zampack, who was riding 
a borrowed bike. “I haven't even 
ridden a 600 in a year." e

Polen's sweep starts 
with 750 SS win

ELKHART LAKE, WI, JUNE 25 
Texan Doug Polen started a 
three-race sweep by winning 
the 750cc Supersport race at 
Road America. The Suzuki 
pilot then completed the hat trick by 
capturing wins in the 600cc Super- 
sport and the Superbike National. 

Unlike last week when Polen was 
forced to ride his Yoshimura 600cc 
Katana in the 750cc class because the 
Yoshimura. crew left the 750 in 
California, Polen was aboard a 
borrowed Suzuki of Corpus Christi 
GSXR750 for the race. He came from 
fourth on lap one to take the lead 
for good on lap four of the eight- 
lap race. Second place finisher Scott 
Russell managed to stay with Polen 
for the duration, but it was the Texan 
by .19 seconds at the finish. 

Third place went to Loudon 
winner David Sadowski with Russ 
Paulk and the lone Yamaha of Mark 
Chin rounding out the top five. 

The top three bikes of Polen, 
Russell and Sadowski were torn 
down following the race as part of 
a random AMA check. All three 
Suzukis were found to be legal. 

“T had a couple of puddles of oil 
under mine, but it ran good," Polen 
said. “Other than that there were no 
problems." 

Polen's fastest lap of the race was 
his sixth when he turned a 2:26.93 
with Russell giving chase. 

It was Russell getting the jump at 
the green flag, timing the toss of the 
linen perfectly. Polen was off fourth 
and held the same position behind 
Sadowski, Russell, and Scott Zam- 
pack after the completion of lap one. 


- Polen came past pointing at Zam- 


pack's 
Suzuki. 

"It was covering my bubble and 
shield," Polen said. “I wasn't about 
to get near him." 

A lap later Polen was third and 
challenging Sadowski. Russell, 
meanwhile, was trying to break free 
and had pulled clear. Zampack was 
black-flagged. 

Polen soon disposed of Sadowski 
and on lap four took the lead. The 
two left Sadowski a lonely third 
while a battle between Paulk, Mark 
Bougas, Chin and Mike Smith raged 
on behind. 

Polen pulled away slightly during 
the following two laps, but as they 
came by to take the checkered, 
Russell was breathing . down: his 
neck. Sadowski held third followed 
by Paul and Chin. Smith, Bougas, 
Ricky Orlando, Jed Kinla and Rick 
Shaw rounded out the top 10. 

Chin's Yamaha was the only non- 
Suzuki in the field. 

"He had a little motor on me," 
Russell said. “I love this track. It's 
my first time and I like it better than 
anyplace I've ever been.” e

Coombs scores upset 
Blackwater 100 win

DAVIS, WV, JUNE 19 


West Virginia's Tim Coombs, in one of the 
biggest upsets ever in cross country racing, 
scored the overall win at the 14th Annual 
Blackwater 100. Mounted aboard a Honda 


CR500, Gear Racewear/Boye- 
sen/Wiseco/Scott/BT Racing- 
backed Coombs dominated the 
race from the very start, build- 
ing a four-and-a-half minute lead on 
the first 28-mile lap then outrunning 
the field of 447 riders for the 
remainder of the four lap race to 
record the win. Team KTM’s Kevin 
Hines ran second overall aboard a 
350 and won the Open A top trophy 
in the process. Third overall and top 
250cc A honors went to Georgia's 
Alvin Gravitt with Suzuki-mounted 
Randy Hawkins and Ohio KTM 
pilot Wally Wilson rounding out the 
top five overall. 

The next five in the overall tally 
were former Pro motocrosser' John 
Finkeldey, defending National 200cc 
A Champion Ben Hamrick, West 
Virginia's Tommy Harris, Team 
Green's Larry Roeseler, and 200cc A 
class winner Jeff Fredette. 





Coombs, a part-time Pro moto- 
crosser, became the first West Virgi- 
nian in the history of the race to take 
the overall win. The victory was also 
his first major cross country win to 
date and marked the debut of the 
Honda brand in a Blackwater 
winner's circle. 

A month-long heat wave and a 
severe drought was responsible for 
the driest Blackwater ever. The 
event's promoter designed a track 
that would minimize traffic on the 
fast trails as much as possible, 
incorporating most of the vast 
Canaan Valley and its river cross- 
ings. The fastest lap of the day 
belonged to winner Coombs, who 
logged a one-hour and two-minute 
run on the first loop. 

The 400-plus riders lined up 
according to numbers drawn during 
registration, five riders per row. 
Coombs, drawing shortly before the 
rider's meeting, pulled out number 








three and grabbed a front row grid 
position. Hawkins held number nine 
with Hines next to him with number 
10. Further back sat defending 
Blackwater champ Mark Hyde, a 
four-time winner, in the number 23 
slot. The competitors left from the 
town of Davis' main street and rode 
directly into the first small river 
crossing, which was surrounded by 
an estimated 5000 spectators. 

The first Heavyweight to suffer 
trouble was National Cross Country 
Series points leader Scott Plessinger, 
who caught a large rock under his 
Kawasaki KX250's cases and nearly 
dropped his ride in midstream. Less 
than one-half mile from the crossing 
Lojak's-backed Yamaha ace Duane 
Conner got off, injuring a knee and 
knocking himself out of early 
contention. 

Coombs had taken the lead posi- 
tion just after the start and imme- 
diately began pulling away. At 
checkpoint one near the 10-mile 
mark Coombs was nearly two min- 
utes up, with Cagiva-mounted Terry 
Cunningham in the runner-up spot 
after starting from the number 14 
position. Roeseler was soon into the 
third spot on the Team Green/ 
Dunlop/Scott/Renthal/Malcolm 
Smith Racing-backed Kawasaki 
KX250. Further back, Hawkins and 
Wilson were keeping close quarters 
while Honda-mounted Finkledey, 
Plessinger, Harris, and 200cc A class 
leader Davey Coombs were having 
a go at it further back. 

Yamaha-mounted. Dusty Yeager, 
starting in the number 325 position, 
finished the first lap in 21st place 
of the 77-rider 250cc B class. His 
progress took him to ninth on the 
next lap and fifth on lap three. In 
the late going of the final lap Yeager 
overtook Kentucky's Harold Allen 
for the class win. Finishing just 27 
seconds back was Pennsylvania's 
Harold Nicholson, who had sha- 








dowed Yeager's charge from lap one 
on. Allen, Husky rider John Bom- 
berger, and Maryland KTM pilot 
— Shaffer rounded out the top 
ive. 

Home state rider Johny Lee was 
after his fifth Blackwater class win 
on Sunday and he got it, snatching 
the Masters’ division victory with a 
strong three-lap effort. Ohio’s Cha- 
rles Hawk and Honda-mounted Don 
Harless finished next with Black- 
water veterans Bill Hartsell and 
Charles Hyde also taking home the 
top five trophies. 

Team Husqvarna’s Ed Lojak had 
his National Cross Country Series 
winning streak stopped at two when 
his bike developed some mechanicals 
in the early going. Plessinger lost a 
golden opportunity to extend his 
lead when he went down hard at the 
19-mile mark and was forced back 
into the pits for the remainder of the 
run. 

When Coombs crossed the first lap 
barrels Cunningham and Roeseler 
had fallen to nearly five minutes 
back, having allowed the moto- 
crosser to get away in the hopes of 
pese tiring out early. Hines rode 
ourth on the Arai/Scott/Duralube/ 
Dunlop-backed KTM with Suzuki- 
mounted Kevin Brown fifth. Brown, 
however, dropped out of the race 
shortly thereafter, allowing Gravitt, 
Hawkins, and New Jersey's Andrew 
Smith to move up. Finkledey was 
also on the move, overcoming Ken- 
tucky's Scott Summers for the ninth 
spot at the barrels after starting 82nd. 

Pennsylvania's Mike Bombich 
nailed down the 200cc B class win 
after leaving town in the 21st row 
(#104). He topped the 69 other riders 
in his class by being the only one 
to complete all four laps. Virginia's 
Jeff Taylor piloted his Kawasaki to 
second with series contender Rob 
Tominello in third. Jeff Lauth and 
Kerry Riddle ran four-five. 
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Illinois’ Jeff. Fredette rode his Kawasaki KDX200 to 10th overall and 
captured the 200 A class victory. 


Current National Championship Enduro Series points leader, Suzuki rider 
Randy Hawkins, rode his RM250 to fourth overall, second 250 


KTM-mounted Dick Burleson, 
competing in his third Blackwater, 
topped the Senior A class aboard a 
600 four-stroke. Burleson, who had 
lost at least 10 minutes to his rivals 
on one pit stop, still maintained a 
sizable lead at the finish. Yamaha- 
mounted Joe Lojak charged through 
the number 66 spot for second while 
ATK rider Tom Meyers, New Hamp- 
shire's Denis Laliberte, and Mary- 
land's Mike Parks followed. 

When Coombs entered the Davis 
streets for the three-quarter mile run 
at the lap two check he showed the 
fans his enthusiasm with a couple 
of two block-long wheelies. His gap 
on second placed Hines was nearing 
the 10-minute mark. 

Finkeldey was also pulling out all 
the stops, moving into third, just 90 





seconds behind Hines. Gravitt, who 
would later admit having trouble 
with the treacherous Blackwater 
rocks during his rookie ride, was just 
a second behind Finkeldey in fourth 
with Hawkins a strong fifth. 

A short while later Fredette and 
Davey Coombs were just a second 
apart while contending for the 200cc 
A win. Kawasaki KX200-mounted 
Fredette, a two-time overall winner 
of the Blackwater 100, outsmarted 
the series class leader with a third 
lap charge at the white flag that left 
his rookie rival behind. Fredette was 
10 minutes on top at the finish with 
an impressive 10th overall. Behind 
Coombs came Forrest Stark, Kent 
Stanley and Barry Jeffries. 

At the completion of the third 
circuit Tim Coombs' lead was at its

maximum, measuring 14 minutes. 
Hines and Gravitt had shaken the 
tiring Finkeldey and set out to run 
down the leader, who was still going 
strong after another set of wheelies 
through the town. Hyde had by now 
dropped out of the race, the victim 
of a rock thrown into his Husky's 
rear brake backing plate. Hawkins 
was a steady fourth while Wilson 
continued to press from fifth. Not 
far from town Summers' ride ended 
when his Honda XR600 split a front 
axle down the middle. leaving the 
defending Four-Stroke class champ 
with nothing to show after more 
than 90 miles. Summer's thumper 
was not, however, entered in the 
Four-Stroke A class. The win in that 
class belonged to Maryland's Robert 
Ruby, who put in-four laps to best 
Charlie Williams and Paul Fox. 

In the 37-rider Four-Stroke B class 
Honda-mounted Harvey Whitaker 
took home the top honors after a 
similar four-lap outing. Following 
the Kentucky pilot home were Rick 
Parsons and Kevin Howser. West 
Virginians Kevin Hagedorn and 
Todd Weimer filled out the first five. 

Pennsylvania's Marty Strousse, 
competing in his 12th Blackwater 
100, ran away with the Senior B win. 
Strousse, aboard a 430 Husky, topped 
local ace Richard Scott and Gary 
Baisden by almost 20 minutes to 
record the victory. Jerome Shinners 
and Frederick Huth finished fourth 
and fifth, respectively, in the 45-rider 
division. 

As the expected time of Coombs' 
checkered flag entrance came and 
went, the crowd of fans gathered at 
the finish began to speculate whether 
the MXer had finally tuckered out 
or not. Nearly 10 minutes passed 
before the leader finally appeared, 








wheelying one more time while 
waving at the partisan home state 
crowd. Just less than 10 more min- 
utes later Hines crossed the line, 
followed by 250cc A class winner 
Gravitt, who is backed by Smith/ 
Answer/Trellborg/Duralube/Z Rac- 
ing and H&H KTM. Hawkins 
entered town three more minutes 
back in fourth while Wilson caught 
the fifth place flag another five 
minutes back. 

After the race, an ecstatic Coombs 
called the Blackwater win his grea- 
test ever. “I’ve ridden here all of my 
life, and I’ve raced it four times 
now," said Coombs in the winner's 
circle. “But to actually win it is the 
best feeling in the world. I'm really 
happy that my dad didn't race so he 
could see me because this is his 
Father's Day present." Coombs' 
father is Dave Coombs, the founder 
of the Blackwater 100. 

Coombs' winning time was five 
hours, 40 minutes, and 35 seconds. 

With Coombs taken out of the 
results as the overall winner, all of 
the Open A riders moved up a notch. 
Hines thus took the top trophy with 
Wilson, Finkeldey, Harris, and West 
Virginia YZ490 pilot Tim Shephard 
following. 

Gravitt maintained his number 
one 250cc A placing with Hawkins, 
Hamrick, Roeseler, and Ohio's Jett 
Russell trailing.

Schultz shifts to 
Columbus win

COLUMBUS, OH, JUNE 19 


With his second victory of the year at the 
National Hot Rod Association's Budweiser 
Springnationals at Columbus, Dave Schultz 
has taken the points lead from Terry Vance 


in the Castrol GTX Motorcy- 
cle Championship. But, it was 


not an easy task . 
After pear Fara in the number 


two position in the 16-bike field with 
an 8.07/165.71 (the number one 
position was held down by Russ 
Olmstead with an 8.05/163.13), 
Schultz and his black Eagle 1 Kawa- 
saki Ninja had an up and down time 
throughout eliminations. He had 
transmission troubles in the second 
round and the final that should have 
caused him to lose those races, but 
his exceptionally good reaction 
times saved it for him both times. 
However, when his bike was running 
up to its potential, it was the 
performance leader. 


Nowhere was that clearer than in 
the first round. Schultz was up 
against Lance Boyer and his beau- 


. tifully hued Suzuki Katana. After 


cutting a sterling .443 light (.004 is 
perfect), Schultz sped to an 8.05/ 
1644.62 time to cover Boyer's game 
8.20/161.75. 

"I was practicing on my lights 
during qualifying,” Schultz admit- 
ted after the race. “I needed to cut 
good lights during eliminations. I 
still have trouble with my wrists and 
Ireally wanted to cut good lights to 
be more competitive." : 

The "trouble" Schultz was refer- 
ring to was his two broken wrists. 
He fell off a ladder one week before 
the NHRA Southern National (a race 
he won) in mid-April. Since then, 


he has had a plaster cast on his left 
wrist and a removable cast on his 
right one. He has had to make some 
concession to his usual riding style 
because of the casts and broken 
bones, which meant that his reaction 
times have not been as good as they 
were before the accident. However, 
Schultz was out at this race to change 
that. And change it he did. 

In the second round, he really 
needed the head start at the lines 
against a quicker Bob Carpenter, 
who was runner-up at the last two 
NHRA Pro Stock races. Schultz 
reacted with a .463 light while 
Carpenter had a .498 reaction time. 
Shultz maintained the lead and beat 
Carpenter with a slower time, 8.19/ 
160.48 to an 8.18/159.85. The slower 
time was due to Schultz's gearbox 
troubles, which made the race closer 
than it should have been. As 
Schultzs Kawasaki motor wound 
out to the top of second gear, he hit 
the shift button and the transmission 
skipped third gear and immediately 
jumped to fourth. That pulled the 
motor down, and Schultz barely 
hung on to his lead for the win. 

Ironically, current Castrol GTX 
points leader Vance was having 
similar problems, although his 
problem cost him his second-round 
race and the points lead. In the first 
round, Vance’s opponent Rick 
Heater red-lighted. Vance got a free 
run, but he paid for it dearly. 
Halfway into the run, the tranny 
wouldn’t shift into fourth, which for 
an instant sent the motor to 16,000 
rpm (redline is 12,500). Vance shut 
off at that point and coasted through 
the quarter-mile to a 9.12/100.52. 

In the next frame, Vance’s Suzuki 
Katana shifted properly, but slowed 


toan 8.20/160.91, which was bettered 
by runner-up Steve Miles’ 8.18/ 
160.77. Once again in the pits, the 
Vance & Hines team discovered the 
reason for the fall-off in perfor- 
mance. A hurt valvetrain, the result 
of the motor going to high “C” the 
round before, caused the loss. 

Schultz really got going in the 
semis with a sterling 8.02/164.44 
(begun with a .462 reaction time) to 
handle’ John Mafaro’s respectable 
8.13/161.55. The elapsed time was 
his second best of the season (after 
his brilliant 7.94 at the Gatornation- 
als) and indicated to Schultz that he 
was ready to possibly dip into the 
sevens in the final. 

However, it was not to be, as again 
in the final the transmission mal- 
functioned. But, as happened in 
round two, Schultz’s better reaction 
to the green light — a .466 — ensured 
the win. 

This race proved to be particularly 
nerve racking for Schultz. Again the 
transmission shifted from second to 
fourth, but then it dropped down 
into third. The motor zoomed to 
15,000 rpm, forcing Schultz to imme- 
diately grab the clutch and coast to 
the finish line. At the same time, 
Miles was hard on the throttle after 
cutting a late .549 light and he almost 
caught Schultz at the line. The 
measure of difference at the finish 
line was half a bike length. 

Although Schultz has the Castrol 
points lead going into the second 
half of the season (there are four races 
left), his 338-point lead won't be 
much of a cushion once Vance and 
the other racers get back on track. 
Stay tuned for the second half of what 
promises to be a very competitive 
season. e.

On the first lap of the 500 kilometer 
endurance race at Bryar Motorsports Park, 
polesitter Team Lockhart was through for 
the day, Dale Quarterley having lost the 


front brakes going into the 
trecherous downhill carousel, 
turn eight. Lockhart's main 
obstacle to another title, 
Dutchman Racing, was out 16 laps 
later when Kevin Rentzell snapped 
the bolt holding the front brake lever 
going into right-hand turn two, 
jettisoning himself into the New 
Hampshire woods. At about the 
same time, third fastest qualifier 
South Florida Racing was coasting 
without a chain into the pits, where 
they would be docked a lap for not 
having a fire extinguisher on hand 
for a gas fill-up. 

By now, fifth-fastest qualifier 
Larry Jeurink was leading, but he'd 
put the team's Suzuki GSXR1100 
into one of Loudon's infield ponds. 
"This left fourth-fastest Hyper-Cycle 
as the only front row representative 
left in the race. They would finish 
second, being passed 2: the last 15 
minutes of the race by Team Wyom- 
ing's stand-in, Russ Paulk, on 
another Suzuki 1100. Third in the 
GTO class went to Echo Racing, 
who nipped Team Bad News at the 
finish line. 

Cam Roos and Mike Smith piloted 
a Honda CBR600 Hurricane to, the 


GTU class win ahead of the Ducati 
851 twin of Team Longevity's John 
Long and Kevin Blais, with Cycle 
Connection Racing's Dave Singleton 
and Titian Bue third on another 
Honda 600. 

Much of the drama in the GTO 
class was played out before the race 
was even gridded. Team Wyoming's 
Dr. David Kieffer high-sided in turn 
two during Superbike practice, 
scraping up his hand and elbow. His 
teammate for the race would be Russ 
Paulk, who he'd asked to join him 
at 11:00 a.m. the morning of the 5:00 
p.m. race. It was the first time the 
duo had ever teamed up. 

Hyper-Cycle's Carry Andrew was 
forced to recruit a teammate when 
his regular partner, James Domay, 
crashed on the second lap of the 750cc 
Supersport race, breaking his right 
ankle and cracking a vertabra. Fel- 
low southern Californian Kenny 
Kopecky, who'd finished just behind 
Andrew in a Superbike heat earlier 
in the day, joined Hyper-Cycle on 
the team's new Suzuki GSXR750, 
which they'd switched to from their 
usual 1100. 

Team Targa never made the grid 
after team rider Larry Shorts injured 
his feet in a third-lap Superbike heat 


race crash, his third incident in as 
many Superbike Nationals. Thus, 
Dan Chivington was left without a 
partner on the Rob Muzzy-prepared 
Kawasaki ZX-10. 

So when the 24 GTO and 26 GTU 
teams headed for turn one just after 
5:00 p.m., battling not only each 
other, but the setting sun and fading 
light of the brilliantly warm New 
England evening, the conditions for 
an upset were in place. 

Those conditions were enhanced 
when National Endurance Cham- 
pion Quarterley went down after 
trying to stop the Suzuki 1100 by 
downshifting and standing on the 
rear brake, to no avail. 

Shortly thereafter, Dutchman's 
Kevin Rentzell went down in turn 
two. Teammate Jeff Heino was 
watching Rentzell walk back to the 
pits, and appeared to wait until 
Rentzell could see him before storm- 
ing off theatrically. 

“That’s the first time I’ve seen that 
many trees,” a scraped-up Rentzell 
said later. He explained that the 
brake lever bolt broke at the pivot 
entering turn two. He, like Quarter- 
ley, downshifted and hit the rear 
brake before straightening up and 
jumping off the back of the machine 
at the edge of the track. 

Kayo Racing II went out on the 
10th lap when a ground electrode 
broke off a spark plug, damaging a 


valve on their Suzuki GSXR750. © 


Rider Jim Tribou was running in 
ninth place at the time. 

South Florida’s Rick Shaw was 
lucky to be close enough to the pits 
to coast in after losing his chain at 
the 15-minute mark. Since it was an 
unexpected stop, no one was ready 
with the fire extinguisher when they 
decided to top off the tank. Subse- 
quently, they were docked a lap, and 
after the first hour stood 14th in class 
and 35th overall. 

At the end of the hour, High 
Tech’s Jeurink was leading Hyper- 
Cycle’s Andrew with Wyoming’s 
Paulk third and Echo Racing’s Carl 
Muffley fourth. The top four had 
completed 48 laps of the 1.6-mile 


track before turning the riding 
chores over to their partners. Eric 
Moe took over from Jeurink, 
Kopecky replaced Andrew, Paulk 
gave way to Kieffer, and Chance 
Darling sat in for Muffley. 

In the GTU class, Team Hacksaw 
was leading Team No Drugs with 
Roswell Honda holding third, but 
advancing after Smith handed the 
Hurricane to Roos. 

“The first hour was hard," Smith 
said. "I just got through with the 
750 Supersport and I was wasted and 
abused from the crash. It just washed 
the front end on me and I feel like 
I have a broken leg.” 

"While Kieffer was riding the 
middle part of the race, his team was 
computing fuel mileage on a track- 
side computer. Using a program 
designed by bike owner George Fitts, 
the team would know how much fuel 
they needed to finish when Kieffer 
pitted. 

“The whole success of this.race is 
due to Elrado Ferraci and Ray Farrell 
calculating the fuel reserves. When 
I came in, I saw them on the com- 
puter and they said. we'd have two- 
tenths left at the end," said Kieffer. 

Paulk took the saddle again with 
about an hour and 20 minutes left, 
in third place behind High Tech and 
Hyper-Cycle with Roswell Honda 
fourth overall and top GTU. 

With less than an. hour to go, 
Jeurink put his team’s Suzuki 1100 
and himself into the pond after 
overshooting left-handed fourth- 


: gear turn three. After paddling his 


way out of the pond, and lying 
motionless by the edge of the pond 
for a few minutes, Jeurink was taken 
to an infield medical facility where 
he was treated and released. 

While the yellow flag was waving, 
Paulk unintentionally passed 
another rider and the team was 
docked a lap which they would have 
to make up in the final hour as 
Hyper-Cycle took the lead. Team 
Bad News and Echo Racing would 
be back battling for third with South 
Florida 11th after two hours, but four 
laps down on the leaders who'd 
completed 95 laps. 

Roswell Honda's Smith was back 
out for the final hour and would win 
the GTU class easily leaving Team 
Longevity to pass Cycle Connection 
Racing late in the race. Smith said 
that the last hour was easier to ride 
than the first. 

"I was pretty worn out after the 
first hour so I went and got me a 
peanut butter sandwich for energy 
and the last hour went a lot 
smoother,” he said. 

The last hour was good to South 
Florida Racing also. Making up six 
spots in the last hour, the team would 
finish fifth just ahead of Darotune 
Racing’s Dan Witmer and Derek 
Medaglia. 

The battle for third would go right 
down to the finish line with Echo 
Racing nipping Team Bad News by 
half a wheel. Both teams thought 
that they'd won. Bad News' Bob 
Rentzell said, “He came up inside 
me in the last corner. I laid it on 
him and it must've been only four 
or five inches between us at the line. 
From the pits it looked like a dead 
heat." 

Rentzell also said that with 45 
minutes left in the race, the brakes 
went out, which was when they lost 
a few spots to the front-running 
GTU teams. His strategy was to sit 
back and let the top teams eliminate 
each other, which was precisely what 


happened. 


“Position-wise, I didn't know 
where I was until thelast hour. When 
they told me where we finished, I 
didn't believe it because I was 
running with the brake lever to the 
handlebars," he said.

John Choate, who rode the middle 
hour for the team, has a motto: “Bad 
News travels fast.” 

Muffley was the Echo Racing rider 
that would beat Rentzell to the line: 
“With 10 laps to go, they were just 
ahead of me. I passed him with three 
or four laps to go, then he gassed 
it up and went past me. I saw there 
were two laps left and I knew he was 
right behind me. I gassed it up on 
the inside of the pit straight and went 
way wide. He didn't push it real 
hard. Then I rolled it on and beat 
him by a wheel." 

Muffley’s co-rider, Darling, was a 
couple of seconds a lap slower than 
Muftley. 

“T told him to take it easy on the 
brakes and tires and leave me some- 
thing at the end, and he did. I did 
:15s. The top guys were doing :13s. 
We aren't going to be with the top 
teams, but we'll be there at the 
finish," Muffley said. 

The first thing Andrew said after 
taking the runner-up spot was, “I 
wish Jimmy (Domay) was here. I'm 
wondering how he’s doing." 

Teammate Kopecky echoed his 
comment: “I think it's great we did 
so well, but I feel real bad for James.” 

This was Kopecky’s first time on 
the Hyper-Cycle GSXR750, his first 
time on the Loudon circuit, and he 
was unable to practice on the 
machine, although he does race a 
similar machine in the Superbike 
class. 

Teammate Andrew said,‘‘Loudon 
is a demanding track. Lots of turns; 
lots of corners. We didn’t have any 
problems. We didn’t need to do a tire 
change. The only thing I could fault 
is my performance.” 

The top three teams in the GTO 
class used Michelin tires and none 
had made a tire change. 


Paulk wasn’t sure when he actu- 
ally took over the lead, but he 
thought it must have been in the last 
three laps. 

“The pit crew kept giving me 
signals to go faster. I knew we were 
close, and that’s what kept me going. 
I got real tired toward the end. Doing 
1:20s on this track for that long is 
real hard, ” he said. 

“There was some confusion in the 
third hour as to if we'd made up the 
one-lap penalty. Russ had to lap the 
guys twice," Kieffer said. 

Only Hyper-Cycle and Team 
Wyoming among the GTO teams, 
and Roswell Honda, second overall 
and first GTU, completed 144 laps. 
Longevity did 143 with Cycle Con- 
nection, Team No Drugs, Echo 
Racing and Team Bad News all 
doing 142 laps. 

Team Wyoming's 144 laps com- 
puted to 230.54 miles at an average 
speed of 76.683 mph over the three 
hours and 16.579 seconds of racing.e

V-Twin Maintenance 

V-Twin Maintenance with Joe 
Minton is the first in a series 
of car and motorcycle mainte- 
nance videotapes produced by 
Ken Plotin and Charles Embrey of 
Tech Tapes. Called “The one acces- 
sory all Harley Evolution owners 
should have,” the 40-minute presen- 
tation delves into each of the many 
maintenance procedures for upkeep- 
ing the performance and looks of 
your 1984 and later Harley-Davidson. 

The tape opens with some dy- 
namic footage of Minton riding his 
modified Harley Sportster down 
southern California’s Portrero Road 
(remember the Honda Rebel com- 
mercials?). The production quality 
is excellent, undoubtedly a result of 
the experience Plotin has in 
commercial-making. 

Any excitement the intro builds 
up, however, is immediately lost as 
Minton narrates the tape with all the 
enthusiam of a Sunday afternoon 
fishing show on The Nashville Net- 
work. Fortunately, he’s easily under- 
stood, likable, and credible in his 
obviously off-the-cuff discussion of 
motorcycle maintenance techniques. 

The procedures discussed range 
from the most basic like comfort 
setup, chain and brake pad replace- 
ment, to items that many owners 
would ignore such as clutch adjust- 
ment and jetting changes ("for off 
highway use only," says EPA- 
mandated Minton). 

'The most impressive aspect of the 
tape is Minton's assortnent of tech 
tips and tricks — from laying a hot 
soapy towel on bug-laden wind- 
shields to coating the underside of 
fenders with Lemon Pledge — for 
prolonging the life of your machine. 

Tech Tapes’ market research 
showed that on the average, new 
Harley owners spend 107 of the 
purchase price on accessories during 
the first year of ownership. 

“We figured if a guy 1s going to 
spend $10-12,000 on a bike, he 
wouldn't mind spending $29.95 on 
a tape," said Plotin. 

The tape works on the premise 
that many Harley buyers will want 
to do their own maintenance, but, 
in fact, it's an excellent basic main- 
tenance tape for any neophyte 
mechanic, regardless of cycle brand.

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1969 Yamaha YZ MXers 





When Yamaha's lineup of 
1989 motocrossers hit the 
showroom floors this fall, 
— hting the fleet of white 

red YZs will be the all-new 
YZ125, featuring a 19-inch rear 
wheel, upside down forks and a 
revamped motor. 

The YZ125 now shares the same 
cosmetic styling as the 1988 YZ250, 
with the huge radiator shrouds, 
narrower gas tank and smaller side 
panels. 

Internally, the motor now has a 
composite ceramic cylinder coating, 
which replaces the standard iron 
cylinder liner to improve wear and 
to dissipate heat better. 

'The piston itself is 2mm shorter 
and has a flatter crown, which 
combined with new cylinder 
dimensions, give the motor more 
compression. Porting has been 
altered in all areas, while the YPVS 
power-valve received few changes. 
The rest of the motor takes on minor 
refinements. 

A new pull-type rack-and-pinion 
clutch;actuating mechanism is 
designed to improve clutch pull. 
Like Yamaha's factory bikes, the 125 
now has a two-piece clutch cover for 
easier clutch inspection without 
having to remove the entire case. 

An all-new chassis features a 
square front downtube and larger 
frame-cradle tubes with a massive 
built-up box-section at the swingarm 
pivot. The left seat-support tube is 
removable to improve access to the 
shock and airbox. Footpegs are 
moved slightly rearward. Trail has 
been increased 5mm, while rake is 
reduced 0.5 degrees to 27 degrees. 

A much beefier aluminum 
swingarm is now used, and there are 
minor changes to the Mono Cross 
shock linkages to give it a flatter 
suspension curve. The shock is 
slightly changed. 

The upside down fork is made by 
Kayaba and its biggest advantage 
over standard forks is rigidity and 
less unsprung weight. 

Yamaha feels the 19-inch rear 
wheel adds to the motorcycle's 
overall stability. Using a large in 
circumference wheel means less tire 
sidewall, and that translates to less 
flex and better drive and control 
coming out of the turns. 


Other features include, a quieter | 


and larger silencer, a more efficient 
airbox for improved air flow, 
stronger disc brakes, a sturdier chain 
uide, Micky Dymond-bend 
ndlebars and different graphics. 

The 1989 YZ250 features, like the 
125, a 19-inch rear wheel and upside 
down forks. The all-new cylinder has 
a narrower intake tract for snappier 
throttle response, and porting is 
different to inhance low- and top- 
end performance. The power-valve 
is basically the same but readjusted 
to match the new cylinder porting. 
Carburetion is handled now by a 
38mm flat-slide Mikuni rather than 
a round-slide Mikuni. 

Chassis-wise the YZ features pretty 
much the same changes as the 125, 
as well as a stronger swingarm. 

Other changes include a 
redesigned airbox, new silencer, 
modified disc brakes, beefier chain 
guide, handlebars and a rear brake 
caliper guard. 

Yamaha will still be offering its 
popular YZ80, but it features no 
significant’ changes. Different 
graphics are the only visual change. 

The heavyweight of Yamaha’s 
lineup, the YZ490, is back and pretty 
much unchanged. Unlike the YZ125 
“and 250, the 490 retains the standard 
18-inch rear wheel and standard 
forks. However, the Kayaba fork is 
still the cartridge type, which is the 
top of the.line design. e

Ronnie Jones ended Chris Carr's domina- 
tion of the 600 National Series by charging 
past Carr with four laps remaining in the 
25-lap Santa Fe Park Short Track National.

of 14.19. That was the high point 
of Ingram's night as his 600 sucked 
a valve seat out of the head on his 
heat race warm-up lap, ending his 
race before it began. Carr was second 
of the 69 riders at 15.477. After taking 
almost two years off to finish school, 
Peter Hook came back to log third 
fastest time (15.601). Graham and 
Don Estep rounded out the top five. 

With only the first two finishers 
from each heat moving into the 
National, the six, 10-man, 10-lap 
heats were fast and furious. Mike 
Stauffer led the first four laps but 
Don Howard grabbed the first heat 
win on his Ventura H-D/Aztec 
Racing/Reiman's H-D/Storz's Har- 
ley. Jones moved by Junior Kris Kiser 
and Stauffer for second. 

Junior Dave Camlin got the hole- 
shot in heat two ahead of Willie 
McCoy and Carr. Carr quickly 
demoted McCoy but exchanged the 
lead several times with Camlin 
before pulling away. Camlin put his 
Dad-sponsored Wood-Rotax into the 
National ahead of McCoy, Will 
Davis and Tim Mertens. 

Peter Hook wasted no time put- 
ting his Donahue H-D/Delano Sport 
Center/General Eng/Bell-sponsored 
Wood-Rotax out front in heat three. 
Aaron Hill ran second all the way 
with Jon Champlin pressuring until 
turn four of the last lap where he 
fell, turning third over to Scott 
Stump ahead of Mike Patterson. 

Arai/Castrol/Kushitani-backed 
Ricky Graham, now on the injured 
Steve Eklund's Gardner Racing 
Harley, led the fourth heat all the 
way over former Gardner rider Pete 
Hames, now backed by D&P Grad- 
ing/Arai/Hi-Point and Harley- 
mounted. Mark Gruber finished 
third, well ahead of Joel Green and 
brother Rick Gruber. 

The fifth heat was a war between 
early leader Garth Brow, on the Bel- 
Ray/Stokes Honda/Arai/Megacy- 
cle/Fox/K&N Honda and Don Estep 
who rode his Steel-Masters/Custom 
Cycle Supply/Ron Wood/Answer 
USA/Shoei/Castrol/K&N Woods- 








Rotax to the lead at the halfway 
point and held off Brow for the 
second fastest heat win. Davey 
Durelle and Charlie Orr battled over 
third ahead of Kevin Atherton and 
Duane Veeder. 

The last heat was the fastest with 
Gardner Racing's Scott Pearson 
using one of his patented holeshots 
to take his Circle Bell/Shoei/Hap 
Jones/Ben . Zakarian/Hi-Point/ 
Tony Dodge/Red Line/Works Perf/ 
K&N/RK Chain/Mikuni-sponsored 
Harley to a wire-to-wire win over 
Perrys H-D/Ron Wood/Arai/Tsu- 
baki/Hog Wash/NHI/Amsoil/Jim 
Sehl-sponsored Brian Atherton. 
Brian was pressured unsuccessfully 
by Bill Herndon. Randy Triplett and 
e Hauptman rounded out the top 
ive. 

Only the winners of the semis 
would advance to the National and 
Mike Stauffer put himself up front 
again ahead of Tim Mertens and 
Will Davis in semi one, but just after 
the halfway point Cox H-D/Shoei- 
backed Davis worked his way to the 
front for good. Andy Tresser grabbed 
second but was still headed to the 
Last Chance Qualifier with Stauffer, 
Kelly Larkin, Mertens and Kiser. 

Shoei/Oury/Gilbert Porting/ 
Arlington Honda-sponsored Billy 
Herndon led fellow Texan Charlie 
Orr all the way in the last semi, 
sending Orr, Triplett, Hauptman, 
Veeder and Durelle to the LCQ. 

The Pro-Am final boiled down to 
heat winners H-D North TX/Super 
Fuels/GPS Porting/Red Line Rac- 
ing Oil/MC Stuff-sponsored Mike 
Hale and Grayboy Kawasaki/ 
Gardner Racing/Mom & Dad- 
sponsored Audie Huff. Hale took the 
early lead but late in the race Huff 
was using the low line and closed 
on Hale, but just couldn’t make that 
last lap pass. 

“T tried to loosen it up and run 
the high line but he caught me and ` 
I had to move back down,” explained 
winner Hale as he and Huff sat in 
the winner's circle, joined by third 
place finisher Rick Knuth.

Fourteen Experts and one Junior 
were introduced by Dave Despain 
and the National was staged. The 
track had been well-cared for all 
night and although there was a 
groove developing low, the consen- 
sus seemed to be that the place to 
ride was midtrack up in the cushion. 
Pearson once again was first off the 
line but by the end of lap one Carr 
had taken over the lead with Pearson, 
Graham, Howard, Estep, Jones and 
Hames bunched behind. Graham 

. briefly took second as position 
shuffling started in positions two 
through six. Carr with an open track 
rode the high line and started pulling 
away. 

“I really thought I was going to 

run away with it," Carr said later. 

“I was stuck in the pack riding 
high when I looked down and saw 
all this open track, so I decided to 
just go for it," was Ronnie Jones’ 
all important decision. 

On lap 10 Jones took second from 
Graham. “Once I took second from 
Ricky, I didn't think I could catch 
Chris, but when I got the five lap 
signal I saw I had a chance," recalled 
Jones. 

Meanwhile back in the war zone, 
Don Estep was making a charge that 
had turned his brake red hot. Estep 
moved past Pearson on lap 18 then 
shot by Graham on lap 21 only to 
run off the track, giving third and 
fourth back to them. 

Lap 22 saw Jones blast into the 
lead and hold on for the win. “‘We’ve 
struggled all night. The bike was set 
up for a slick track and after the heat 
we made minor changes but the track 
changed back to fit us better," 
explained Jones, the popular 
winner. 

“I tried to maintain my pace when 
I saw Ronnie gaining but I couldn't 
hold him off. But second isn't bad," 
reasoned Carr as he added eight more 
points to his 600 National points 
lead. 

Graham, who held on for third, 
said, “I haven't ridden a 600-Harley 
in about five years and it feels real 
good to be back." e

AMA 600 National Championship Dirt 
Track Series: Round 10 





Villella jams at 
Lima Half Mile

LIMA, OH, JUNE 25 


Bryan Villella is quickly displacing his 
Camel Pro Rookie of the Year status, as he 
continues to forge ahead on the 600 National 
circuit. Villella, on a Wood-Rotax, captured 


the Lima Half Mile main event 
win after countering the early 
challenges of Harley rider Dan 
Ingram, who later fell off 
the pace, and the late race prodding 
of Wood-Rotax rider Kevin Ather- 
ton, who claimed second. Don Estep, 
riding Bubba Shobert's Honda, 
claimed a creditable third after riding 
the closing laps with a flat rear tire. 
Villella laid down fast 600cc time, 
but then crashed hard in the first 
Grand National heat race run earlier 
in the night’s program. He shook off 
the fall, returned to win his 600cc 





heat, and then took control of the 
15-lap final from lap two on. 

“I was shook up and pretty stiff 
from my crash on the 750, but I 
decided to work hard and win the 
600 National,” said Ron Wood/ 
Kushitani/Shoei/M.C. Racing/ 
Sunoco Race Fuel/Hog Wash/Tsu- 
baki/Cycle World/Lucas Farms- 
sponsored Villella. “I tried to hold 
a tight line and not spin the tire, but 
when Kevin got underneath me I had 
to get way down low." 

"I was trying to change my line 
to pass, but the front end was push- 
ing and I was washing out," said 





Perry's H-D/Ron Wood/Arai/Tsu- 
baki/Farver Sawmill/Hog Wash/ 
NHI/Amsoil-sponsored Atherton. 

"I hit my head on a post two or 
three times, that's how tight my line 
was," said Estep who finished third. 
"I was having trouble the last two 
or three laps with that flat rear tire, 
but I was still having fun. I don't 
know how it stayed on the rim; I 
guess it was just luck." 

Villella earned $1000 for winning 
the 600 National, plus $50 for setting 
fast time. Atherton received $655 for 
second, and Estep took home $425. 

Chris Carr, the 600 point standings 
leader who has scored five wins in 
the series, opted not to compete in 
the 600 program at Lima, and instead 
co-announced the main event. “I 
decided a month ago not to ride a 
doubleheader here," said Carr, who 
placed second in Lima's Grand 
National Championship final. “I’m 
holding a good points lead, and the 
weather here (99 degrees) really 
reinforces my decision." 


Time Trials 

Three riders broke the 27-second 
mark: Villella at 26.348, followed by 
Peter Hook's 26.891 on a Wood- 
Rotax, and Don Howard's 26.962 on 
a Harley. 

"I stuck my rear wheel right where 
the smooth and hard stuff comes 
together," said Villella. “I think 
that'll be the hot groove. I've raced 
herein better conditions, but you just 
have to learn to deal with the wind 
and dust and work with it." 





Heats 

Pete Hames put his Harley out 
front at the start of the first of three 
12-rider, eight-lap heat races. Harley 
rider Scott Stump and Mike Stauffer 
were 2-3, but Villella took the low 
line in turn four to lead on lap two. 
Villella and Hames broke away in 
the lead draft to finish 1-2, while 
Stump got the best of Stauffer to land 
the third and final transfer slot to 
the main. 

Wood-Rotax rider David Durelle 
led the first four laps of heat two, 
but Atherton probed his defenses 
through turns three and four and 
worked by to lead on lap five. Ingram 
also got by Durelle on lap five, 
setting up an Ingram/Durelle/Estep 
draft for the spots behind leader 
Atherton. Estep displaced Durelle, 
and then tried Ingram down low in 
turn four on the sixth lap, but 
Ingram shut the door. Atherton won, 
and Estep made a final move stick 
to take second over Ingram by a bike 
length. 

Harley rider Scott Mohan looked 
to have it all his way in heat three, 
but got a surprise in the form of 
Brian Bonesteel, who snuck under- 
neath to win by inches. Mohan had 
the initial lead, but Don Martin and 
Charlie Orr fell on lap three, setting 
up a single-file restart. 

Mohan led the restart, with Bones- 
teel on his tail. Bryan Hardin was 
putting pressure on Bonesteel from 
third, which prompted Bonesteel to 
move under Mohan down the final 
straight and take the win.

: Semis 

The top three riders from each of 
two eight-lap semis rounded out the 
15-rider National final. Stauffer 
commanded the first semi from start 
to finish. Joel Green, on a Wood- 
Rotax, ran second, but Durelle took 
that spot away on lap two. On the 
next lap, Green went back under- 
neath Durelle through turn one, but 
Durelle regained second on lap four. 
Roger Durkee, Jr. bumped Green 
from a transfer slot when he got the 
low line down the front straight on 
lap six and went on to finish third. 

Charlie Orr holeshot the second 
semi and led for three laps, but 
Harley rider Will Davis got by to lead 
on lap four and go on to win. 
Howard moved by Orr on the front 
straight on lap five and took over 
second for good, and Hook got by 
Orr for third on the final lap. 


National 

Atherton saw turn one first in the 
15-lap final, but by lap two Villella 
was in charge. Ingram used a fast 
high line in turns one-two to drift 
around Atherton for second on lap 
three. Ingram momentarily got 
under Villella on lap four, but 
Villella regained the lead on lap five. 

Hardin closed in on the leaders, 
and dove underneath Atherton in 
turn two on lap six. The move 
seemed to remotivate Atherton, as he 
cleared away from Hardin and 
passed Ingram for second on lap 
seven. 

Villella and Atherton broke away 
in the front two spots on lap nine, 
leaving Ingram, Hardin and Estep 
fighting over third. Estep got Har- 
din, and then prodded Ingram in 
turn two on lap 10. Estep grabbed 
third two laps later, with Hardin 
running fourth while engine trouble 
dropped Ingram to the back of the 
results sheet. 

Villella, Atherton and Estep fin- 
ished one-two-three, with Hardin 
fourth. Davis, Bonesteel and Durelle 
occupied the next three finish spots, 
but were not running in the lead

Roper, MacMillan top 
Loudon vintage races

- LACONIA, NH, JUNE 18 
Team Obsolete's Dave Roper rode a Match- 
less to victory in the Premier 500 race at 
the American Historic Racing Motorcycle 


Association meeting held in conjunction 
)4 with thë Loudon Classic at | Bryar Motorsport Park. The 





bearded Hicksville, New York 
resident also took a runner-up 
finish in. the 750 Grand Prix com- 
petition on a BSA Rocket 3. 

Canadian Paul MacMillan used 
his Tom Faulds-owned 1970 Honda 
CR750 to beat Roper in the 750 GP 
race, leading from start-to-finish 
while lapping in the low 1:18s and 
high 1:17s, about 10 seconds slower 
than the Camel Pro Superbike times 
turned in by Doug Polen and Bubba 
Shobert in earlier heat races. Roper 
briefly gave chase, fell to 3.5 seconds 
back at the halfway point, then 
closed to within two seconds at the 
end of the 10-lap race. Third place 
went to Fast by Ferraci's Pete John- 
son on a 1969 Triumph Trident, 
with Jerry Wood fourth on a 
Rickman-framed 1966 Bonneville, 
using an updated 1974 engine. 

*On the first lap, I had quite a 
slide coming out of (turn) six," 





Roper said, adding that his 1971 BSA 
A75R triple was. “‘squirrelly on . 
braking. I started the race with brand 
new tires and wasn’t going to press." 

The competition in the Premier 
.500 class was diluted when AHRMA 

*'National Champion Pete Johnson 
wasn't allowed to race because he. 
didn't make it to the grid for the five- 
minute board. 

Former AMA Battle of the Twins 
champ Jimmy Adamo led the race 
briefly on his Thomas Hamilton 
Pharmacy/Motorcycle Center of 
New Rochelle/Team Leoni Ducati 
450RT before Roper took the Brook- 
lyn, New York-based Team Obsolete 
1959 Matchless G50 to an unchal- 
lenged lead. Jerry Wood seized the 
chance to take second from Adamo, 
who fell back to third when his seat 
began to fall off. Pat Motoney and 
Kurt Liebmann fought for fifth. 

“Tt died in the beginning," Adamo 
said. "I was going to pull into the 
pits, but then it got going again. It 
would die if I ran it to 8500 rpm, 
but at 7000 it would run fine.” 

By the fifth of 10 laps, Roper had 
a 14-second lead, which allowed him 
to cruise to the win, turning high 
1:19 lap times. 

"Even at that pace I was running 
out of brakes," Roper admitted. 

Adamo ran right on Wood's rear 
fender while seated on his own rear 
fender, his seat having fallen off 
between turns two and three near the 
halfway point. He passed Wood for 
second on the eighth lap, beating 
him to the flag by about 30 yards. 

“When I first started catching him, 
the seat was coming loose. Then I 
sat up and let it fall off and it actually 
handled better, ” explained Adamo. 

Wood was unable to run as tight 
a line as Adamo, fighting a severe 
front suspension problem that had 
the front tire of his 1967 Triumph 
Daytona 500 pogoing off the tarmac. 

“The heat changes a lot," said 
Woods, who had won here the 
previous weekend. “What happens 
is that the stock frame flexes, the 
hotter it-gets, and it wiggles more. 
I just tried to make a smoother arc 
and deal with it." 

Many of the vintage competitors 
felt that the severely deteriorating 
Loudon surface taxed their: anti- 
quated suspensions beyond their 
limits. 

The 10 classes were split up into 
four races with the 500 Sportsman, 
Class C and Two-Stroke GP running 
in the first eight-lap event. Todd 
Henning, from nearby Province- 
town, Massachusetts, won the Two- 
Stroke GP class on a 1972 air-cooled 
Yamaha TR3. Henning would come 
back later to win two other classes 
— Sportsman 750 on a 1965 Norton 
Commando and 350 GP on a 
Yamaha TDIC. 

Doc Batsleer was credited with the 
win in two classes — Pre-'40 on a 
1936 Indian Special and 200 GP on 
a 1967 Honda 125. In both classes, 
however, he was the only entrant. 

Of the 90 entries, there were 74 
finishers in the four races. e

Vehkonen steals win 
in West Germany

SCHEFFLENZ, WEST GERMANY, JUNE 19 

Finland's Pekka Vehkonen saw victory in 
the German 250cc motocross GP at Schef- 
flenz presented to him on a plate, as Brit 


Rob Herring and Germany's Roland Die- 


pold, the two riders seemingly 
battling for the win, both 
crashed within a lap of each 
other. Diepold had won the 
first race to the delight of the home 
crowd, while Herring proved that he 
is undoubtedly the fastest man in the 
class until he crashed spectacularly 
six laps from the end of the race 
when 15 seconds in front. The 
crashes ended up giving Cagiva's 
Vehkonen the overall with a 2-1. 
The three titlé candidates — John 





Van den Berk, American Rodney 
Smith and Britain's Jeremy Whatley 
all had problems during the day. 
Smith salvaged points from both 
motos and his rivals made up for 
awful first races with second and 
thirds to Vehkonen in race two. 
Italy's Michele Fanton led the start 
of race one from Vehkonen, but there 
was to be no stopping home star 
Diepold, as he pounced on the Finn 
before the end of the first lap and 
took the lead from the Italian next 
time around before running away

with the race as the Vehkonen 
challenge faded at half distance. 

Only one man could have been a 
threat to Diepold as the support of 
the crowd raised his performance and 
that man was Herring. Sitting com- 
fortably in seventh place behind 
Peter Dirkx, Smith and Soren Mor- 
tensen on lap one, the Belgian GP 
winner lost a lot of ground when his 
front wheel went away on some loose 
stones on lap three. He lost only one 
place, to Whatley, but by the time 
he caught up to the pack chasing 
Diepold and Vehkonen, the chance 
was gone to reel the front two in as 
well. 

Dirkx offered the most resistance 
after Smith had gone down at the 
same place as Herring at half dis- 
tance, and Herring was very close to 
Vehkonen at the flag. 

A second lap fall in the whoops 
had spoiled Mortensen's good start 
and at the same time it ended the 
race for Jorgen Nilsson. Forced to 
take avoiding action, the Swede got 
into trouble and retired to the pits 
after hurting his back when he too 
went down. 

Mortensen, however, fought his 
way back through, only to lose more 
time when an attempted inside pass 
on Kervella for eighth at halfway 
failed. Ironically the Frenchman was 
out a lap later with mechanical 


problems, and Mortensen took sev- . 


enth from Gert Jan Van Doorn with 
four laps to go. 

It was a bad race for many stars. 
Championship leader Van den Berk 
made an awful start and was lan- 
guishing in 17th position after a lap. 
Having made a wrong choice of tires 
after he thought that the track would 
dry more quickly, he struggled to 
10th at halfway before slipping to 
I5th at the finish as the tres got 
worse and his crash from Saturday 
began to tell. 

Title rival Whatley also had the 
wrong tires and struggled for grip 
throughout. Seventh at one stage, he 
looped out at the end of the whoops 
on a track which he quite rightly felt 
was not suitable for GP motocross 
and finished 14th. 

Also of this opinion was Peter 
Johansson: “Ibiza, Italy and now 
here. Are we racing GPs or stadium 
events? I am a motocrosser, not a 
circus act." Johansson was just 
outside the top 10 throughout. 

Rick Ryan had gone down in turn 
one with Frenchman Jacky Vimond 
and another rider before recovering 
strongly for ninth, while Germany’s 











Colin Dugmore, who had an elbow 
injury, did not start race two. 

Ryan sprinted to the front of the 
pack in race two and he and Herring 
immediately started to pull away. 
But on the sixth lap, Ryan got a rear 
flat tire and after stopping to change 
it he could finish no better than 20th. 

That left Herring on his own, but 
Diepold had charged past Whatley 
for second which would give the 
German the overall. Then Vehkonen 
attacked and passed both of them 
which meant Herring would win on 
the tie-break if positions remained 
the same. 

Fired on by the home crowd, 
Diepold, who had been suffering 
with knee trouble since the British 
GP, attacked Vehkonen again, but 
the Finn was blocking every move, 
and Whatley, much happier in this 
race, sat waiting for a mistake behind 
them. 

With six laps to the finish, the race 
suddenly changed completely. 
Herring appeared to be trying to 
entertain the crowd with acrobatics 
but explained after, “there was a wet 
patch on the approach to the 
tabletop and I slid sideways. My left 
foot got dragged off the peg, and as 
I tried to regain control, my right 
foot was dragged off as well in 
midflight.” 

Remounting still in the lead (he 
had a 15 second lead), Herring could 
do nothing other than ride slowly 
for the rest of the race with the bars 
looking more like clip-ons. He was 
15th. 

Less than a lap later, Diepold tried 
to dive inside Vehkonen for the lead 
and went down heavily. He too bent 
the bars badly and dropped to ninth. 
Whatley made one spirited attack on 
Vehkonen before settling for 17 
points. 

Van den Berk rode well from 
another awful start to finish third, 
while the chances for Smith to take 
advantage of his poor day went up 
in smoke at half distance with a 
crash. Taking 10 minutes to regain 
his full composure and riding with 
slightly bent bars, the American 
charged in the final minutes to get 
back to seventh. Lj

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Interview: Broc Glover 


Ending the drought

Broc Glover's answering machine at his El Cajon, California, home said it 
all. “Yeah, I won a big race Saturday night...I'm happy" 

That big race was the final round of the AMA Supercross Series and the 
final round of the MTEG/Coors Super Crown of Motocross, held June 18 
in Los Angeles Memorial Coliseum, and Glover was more than happy. It 
was Glover's first major win since 1985 and capped a frustrating season that 
saw the Yamaha rider struggle back from injuries over the last two years. 
Glover has been at the front of several other supercrosses and Nationals this 
year, but the breaks were never in his favor. 

At the Coliseum Lady Luck was on his side. Defending Supercross Champion 
Jeff Ward was out with an ankle injury, and newly-crowned champ Rick 
Johnson was involved in a first-turn pileup. Glover narrowly missed that 


pileup and went on to win the race. 


Six-time National Champion Glover got the message we'd left on his 
answering machine and returned our call from a motel room in Mammoth 
Lakes, California, where he was testing on the Mammoth MX track in 
preparation for the 500cc U.S. GP at Hollister, California, and talked about 
the race, his injuries and his future as a motocross rider. 


Congratulations, Broc. Is saying the 
L.A. Supercross win made you 
happy an understatement? 

I was elated, ecstatic. That race was 
probably the single most gratifying 
race that I've ever had. Definitely as 
satisfying as any race I can 
remember, probably the most. It's 
been that long. A lot of the other 
races in my career didn't come easy, 
they just came, appeared. But after 
a couple years of dryness, this one 
was as sweet as it gets. 

'To me Los Angeles is one of the 
more important races. It was the first 
Supercross to receive a lot of pub- 
licity. It is probably one of the 
biggest because there is a lot of 
foreign and American press. And 
being in L.A. it's close to all the 
factories. i 


You've been up in contention at 
several races but haven't been able 
to pull off a win. Is this a signal that 
you're back to stay? 

I think that a few things went right 
for me. I've been real close in the 
outdoor Nationals, I've just needed 
a couple of breaks. Hopefully this 
is some sort of sign, I don't know. 
Im not going to stop working, 
though, I'm still trying to get better 
all the time. 

What was the last Supercross race 
that you won? 

Something in 1985, I'm not exactly 
sure. That year we did a lot of two- 
night, two moto-style races and I 
won quite a few of the motos. I know 
I won the Miller Masters race in L.A., 
the race I wore the pink leathers. 


You haven't ridden a full season in 
two years because of injuries. Tell 
us what happened. 

It actually started in '85 when I broke 
my wrist halfway through the 500cc 
series. I ended up racing the rest of 
the season with it and I didn't let 
it heal properly. I kept riding on it, 
which caused it not to heal properly. 
It looked good in the x-rays but the 
bone wasn't very strong. Early in the 
'86 season I landed off a jump so hard 
that it popped the bone open. It was 
kind of a good thing because it 
reactivated the healing process, so I 
put it in a cast. 

I came back for. the '87 season and 
broke my leg at the second 250cc 
National at Hangtown. The doctor 
told me it would take a while to heal, 
so I missed the rest of the '87 series. 
That's two years that I didn't get to 
do too much racing. 

What kind of disadvantage did 
missing those two years put you in? 
Everyone is always getting faster and 
the bikes are always getting better. 
One thing I've always tried to do is 
get a better motorcycle under me at 
all times, all the factories try to do 
that. So I didn't get to do any real 
development work for myself, and a 
couple of years off the racing circuit 
really slows you down. When I got 
back I felt I was riding as fast as I 
had, but the problem was everybody 
was riding faster. Making yourself 
ride faster doesn't happen overnight, 
it takes time. Practice is one thing, 
but I think that it's pure racing time 
that makes you faster. 

Are there any lingering effects from 
your injuries, and how hard was it 
coming back off those injuries? 
Sometimes my wrist gets sore, but 
there's a lot of guys who never broke 
their wrists and they're sore from 
years of riding supercross. It's some- 
thing that you learn to ignore after 
a while, so it doesn't really bother 
me that bad. 


It's hard to come back only if you 
let it be hard. Lgot out of my cast 
and my leg was about as big as my 
arm, so I did a lot of time on bicycles 
last year. I got my leg to where the 
atrophy went away, first I got my 
thigh back to the same size as my 
left leg, then slowly my calf camé 
back. The doctor told me that it 
would probably take a year to 
equal the size of my other leg, and 
I did it in a few months, so I was 
pretty happy. i 
Why come back at all? You've madé 
quite a bit of money racing, won a 
lot of races. What did you have to 
prove? 

I wasn't ready to retire. I guess 
everyone has a point where they want 
to stop racing or doing what they 
do and retire. It wasn't at the end 
of '85 when I broke my wrist and 
it wasn't when I came back and broke 
my leg, either. The fact that I had 
an accident and broke my leg didn't 
suddenly make me want to quit or 
dislike the sport. I still like racing, 
it's in my blood. There's no reason 
for me to quit. — 

Everybody likes to make a living 
and get paid for what they do, 
especially if it's a sport as hard as 
motocross. Of course I like to earn 
a living at it, but money is not my 
sole motivator, it never has been and 
never will be. Coming back was 
something I wanted to do, I wanted 
to continue racing. I'm not out there 
just riding around just so I can get 
my paycheck, I'm there trying to win 
a race at all times. 
What happened in your heat race at 
L.A.? 


I felt that I had been riding fairly 
well. There was a section where 
everyone was just riding over abump 
then jumping a tabletop. I rode my. 
practice session with Rick Johnson 
and I saw him jump the small bump 
to the top of the tabletop, and I 
thought that looked really good. I 
only had a few more laps of practice 
to try it and I didn't. 

I came out in my heat race and 
got up front and was trying to ride 
real fast to stay ahead of Ricky and 
Ron Lechien. My timing wasn't 
down in that section and I clipped 
the thing and fell down. It caused 
me a lot of problems the whole race, 
it was costing me a good second per 
lap. After the heat race I came in and 
studied it on video. I saw how easy 
it was for Ricky and thought there’s 
no reason I can’t do it too, so durin 
the parade lap before the main I dul 
it and it worked. 

How did you avoid the big pileup 
at the start of the main? 

(Guy) Cooper was to the right of (the 
starter's box) and Lechien was to thé 
left. I was next to Lechien and Erik 
Kehoe was to my left. When we came 
out of the gate, Cooper was whee- 
lying and it seemed like he didn't 
want to shut off and was headin; 
across at an angle. Lechien and I had 
no choice but to shut off, and when 
we did he went in front of us and 
hit Kehoe. It was lucky that we shut 
off because he hit the next guy to 
the side of me who didn't shut off. 
I was the closest to all of this and 
I just slowed down and went to the 
outside of the tangle. It took out 
about six riders. 

It's ironic, because I heard after the 
race that a couple of people were 
saying that the race should have been 
restarted. I was sitting at the riders 
meeting and it comes back so clearly 
in my head when they said that if 
more than 50% of the field goes down 
in the first turn it dictates a restart. 
And 50% of the field is 11 riders, six 
riders is far from it. I recall being 
in a big crash in the first turn of the 
Miami Supercross one night, and 
think it took down more than this 
race by far. I ended up going to the 





hospital that night after lying in the 
track for more than half the main 
event and they didn't restart that. 

I've been down in the first turn 
two or three times this year and I 
don't recall anyone saying there 
should've been a restart. 

After working up and passing 
Doug Dubach I just tried to do fast 
and consistent laps. My chalkboard 
kept increasing, and once I got 10 
seconds it said to ride smooth and 
I thought that would be the best 
thing to do. I could see where 
everybody was coming out of the 
peristyle and could watch. exactly 
what was happening in the race each 
lap. 

While you were so far out in front, 
did you have time to think about the 
possibility of winning your first race 
In so many years? 

No, not really. After about four or 
five laps my mechanic Mike Chavez 
was signalling “go, you can win". 
I think he was just as excited as I 
was because this is his first year on 
the road and he's put in a lot of hard 
work. When I was out front I tried 
not to even think about it, just to 
£o as best I could and concentrate. 
"There's times it runs through your 
head, but you have to ride against 
the track and concentrate on that 
because the supercross tracks are 
tough enough without having your 
brain wandering around out there. 
After lapping Cooper, he pulled in 
right behind you. Did that help or 
distract you? 

At first I thought it was kind of 
annoying having him there and for 
the first couple of laps it bothered 
me a bit, then I thought I can't turn 
around and tell him to get off my 
tail. I understand what he was doing, 
staying with the leaders to catch up 
.to riders. At that point I was in a 
consistent lap time mode and it 
didn't bother me because I started 
focusing in on the track. After three 
or four laps I forgot he was there. 
I didn't think he would try to pass 
me because he didn't have anything 
to gain. 

Idon't know if I would do the same 
to another rider, but it didn't really 
bother me; it would probably bother 
a lot of other people more. 

Some of your competitors said in 
post race interviews that they were 
glad to see you win it. How do you 
eel about that and why do you think 
they would say they would rather see 
someone else win? 
I’m really happy that they said that 
for me and I thank them for it, it 
really is nice. 

I think maybe it was because they 
saw that at one time I was a dominant 
figure and have had a couple years 
of struggling, and to see me come 
back and win a race maybe they 
thought it was neat to see an under- 
dog win. Maybe some of them also 
respect the amount of hard work they 
knew it took for me to get back. 

And also to have another winner 
besides the usual couple, I think a 
lot of them liked that. At the begin- 
ning of the year I had a couple of 
clean rides and hoped to get in there 
and have these guys be able to write 
something besides the regular one or 
two guys. 

Towards the end of the Nationals 
things came around real well and I’ve 
been in the hunt. Those are inspiring 
rides for me, the breaks went right 
for me. 

Can this inspiration carry over and 
help you win next year? 

I hope. At this point now I don’t 
even know what I’m doing next year, 
Ihave no commitment from anybody 
and don’t have any idea. I still want 
to race because I still think I can win. 
There’s been a lot of talk about me 
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Bruce Sweigart piloted his Triumph to the overall victory at the 
Freemansburg National Hillclimb.

Sweigart came in with his first 
win of the hillclimb season at 
Freemansburg. He was leading 
at the end of the first round, but Tim 
Frazier, aboard a BSA, and Honda 
riders Greg Williams and Paul 
Pinsonnault pushed him down to 
fourth in the second round. Swei- 
gart’s last run was a screamer. He 
rode his 540cc Triumph over the 
longest hill on the circuit in 9.57 
seconds. Frazier finished second with 
a 9.61 second ride. Williams and 
Pinsonnault were third and fourth, 
respectively, with rides lasting 9.70 
and 9.73 seconds. Triumph rider 
Doug Klont nailed down fifth. 

Sweigart says he is getting quite 
a bit of help this season and appre- 
ciates the support from Lancaster 
Triumph, Deems Cycle and RBO 
Custom Fabrication and Machining 
who help keep the bike running 
while Gear Racewear keeps him 
looking sharp. 

Jeff Yoder edged his father-in-law, 
Lou Gerencer, for the win in the 
800cc class. They both ride XR H- 
Ds, and had times of 8.37 and 8.42 
in the first round and that is how 
they finished. Earl Bowlby took his 
BSA over in 8.66 seconds for third 
place. Wade Williams on a STP 
Special Honda, came in fourth with 
an 8.76 second ride while David 
Newsome rode his father's Triumph 
to a fifth place finish.

World Championship 
Observed Trials Series: 
Round 7 


Girard scores 
home country win 
in France 


MONTBRISON, FRANCE, JUNE 5 
Frenchman Thierry Girard 
scored his first-ever World 
Championship victory by 
completely dominating the 
French round which was run in 
mountainous terrain near Montbri- 
son. Girard's win was also the first | 
scored on a Yamaha TY Monoshock 
in World Championship competi- 
tion. 

Girard, 21, finished a whopping 
18 marks, 50 to 68; ahead of runner- 
up Jordi Tarres, the defending Beta- 
mounted World Champion. Finish- 
ing third and now holding a 20-point 
lead over Tarres in the point stand- 
ings was Fantic-mounted French- 
man Thierry Michaud with a score 
of 77. With just five rounds remain- 
ing in the 1988 series, the Fantic rider 
is an odds-on favorite to win his third 
World Championship title. 

The trial required the competitors 
to cover three laps of a 15-section 
course that was considered by most 
to be a superb example of what a 
World Championship course should 
be. The St. Eric M.C. received praise 
not only for section layout, but for 
the efficient organization surround- 
ing the entire trial, despite the fact 
that several riders felt the observers 
were more lenient toward French 
competitors. 

Girard held a three-point lead over 
Aprilia’s Diego Bosis, 16 to 19, after 
the first lap and was never headed. 
Cleaning sections that were giving 
other riders trouble, Girard was 
magnificent on the second lap as he 
finished his tour of the 15 sections 
with a loss of 11.

Don 
Hough took the holeshot and¥ed for 
five laps with Hopperstad trying to 
get the line to pass. Again, in the 
Rat’s Nest he made his move to pass 
Hough and lead to the finish. 

Cycles of Boulder/Bel-Ray/Tsu- 
baki/Dunlop/Shoei-sponsored 
Orlando continues to reign as. the 
king of 750cc and Open Supersport 
and collect the lion’s share of the 
Suzuki contingency money. His win 
in 750cc Supersport came after a 
battle with Dan Turner. Turner’s 
tires let go on the last lap and he 
became one of the many riders who 
went down, fortunately not injured. 

Open Supersport saw Guy Clasen 
streak away from the starting grid 
and hold off Orlando until the third 
lap. After the pass, Orlando pulled 
away and was never challenged. 

Walker returned to his winning 
form in both 600cc Superbike and 
600cc Supersport on his Fay Meyers 
Honda/KBPI/AGV/Dunlop- 
sponsored Honda 600 Hurricane. In 
600cc Superbike Walker jumped into 
the lead and never looked back. 
Orlando pulled the holeshot in 600cc 
Supersport, but a three-way battle 
developed with Walker taking the 
lead and holding off Orlando and 
Turner to take the win.

going to Europe next year but I think 
that's more talk than fact. I want to 
race something for sure. 

So you're not sure if you'll be back 
with Yamaha? 

Ihave no idea. They haven't said one 
word to me about riding next year. 
How long have you been with 
Yamaha? 

I started in September of '76. 

Would you rather race in the States 
or go over to Europe? 

It's hard to say, depending on what 
the program was. I wouldn't mind 
riding in Europe, maybe Yamaha 
would like to try and win over there, 
I don't know. They have their own 
program there that's quite a bit 
different. It doesn't seem to be geared 
towards winning. 

Ive got the 500cc Grand Prix 
coming up, and I'm going to try as 
hard as I ever have for any of them, 
specially coming off the victory in 


Will you be riding the 500cc 
Nationals? 

No I won't. : 
So what will you do for the rest of 
the season? 

I have no idea, really. It's up in the 
air. Yamaha is talking about riding 
some races outside of the country, so 
we'll see what happens there. I'm 
sure I'll have a few weekends off. 

I’m trying to find some races I can 
hit because I want to stay fresh. I'm 
looking at racing in Australia, 
Germany, Finland and Belgium. I 
can't stop racing and expect to come 
back because after a layoff of three 
or four months I certainly won't be 
fresh. when I come back next year. 
And I don't think I'm at the speed 
I need to be up to, so I can't afford 
to stop. 

How much longer do you think you 
can compete before retiring? 

I know eventually I'll have to stop 
racing, you can't keep racing forever. 
I don't know, I haven't sat down and 
said that on this date I'm never going 
ride another race again. I don't know 
what's in the future, I can't read it. 
At this point I'd like to say I'm taking 
it year by year, but really it’s not even 
that. I'm just taking it week by week 
and race by race, just kind of seeing 
what happens. 

What would you like to do when 
you're finished racing? 

I'd like to take some time to relax 
for a little bit. Recently I've been 
inquiring about car racing, doing 
some race course and driving 
schools. The smoothness I have on 
a motorcycle translates real well to 
a car. It seems that when I've done 
the school I've done very well at it. 
I think I might try to pursue car 
racing. 

I don't really want to drive open- 
wheel cars, they're dangerous, but 
either the stock car stuff or the new 
Corvette series. NASCAR would be 
my ultimate goal. 

A couple of years ago you considered 
acting. Is that still in your plans? 
Ireally enjoy it, but the problem with 
acüng is there's so many people 
trying to get in it. I don't want to 
end up on a street corner in Hol- 
lywood trying to round up a job, it's 
not really my style. If someone came 
up to me and said they could use 
me in a small part, that would be 
fun. But as a sole job, that lifestyle 
isn't cut out for me. 

You've been one of the few riders to 
consistently run with Johnson and 
Ward, both of whom have dominated 
this season. What's it going to take 
to beat them? 

Probably to hold the throttle on a 
little longer down each straight and 
before you turn (laughs). I don't 





know, I've ridden up there with each 
rider, — at the last National 
in San Antonio. The strong points 
Ricky has are different than of Jeff's. 
They both have a real good winning 
attitude, expecially Ricky. They've 
got their equipment dialed in to 
what they need. Ricky has (Roger) 
DeCoster with him to help do the 
testing, and he spends a lot of time 
testing with his mechanic, and that 
helps. You get confidence in your 
motorcycle and confidence in your- 
self, and that's one thing Ricky has 
going for him. He knows he can win 
and nothing's going to stop him. 

An attitude like that is what it 
takes. It's going to take some hard 
work. 

I'm going to try and do it, that's 
for darn sure. I'm not going to run 
out and tell everybody I can do it 
in the first week, but I think I'm a 
lot closer than I was at the beginning 
of the year, or even at the middle of 
the year. Ricky is still a tremendous 
threat in the supercross races, but I 
think my specialty is outdoors and 
even more the 500s outdoors. I'm just 
disappointed that I'm not able to 
campaign the 500cc class this year. 
I'm gladIat least get to ride the 500cc 
U.S. GP. 

Where do you see the sport going, 
and what can be done to improve 
it? 

In the past I've always been able to 
speak for the sport. Anymore, I don't 
know if it's fortunate or unfortunate, 
I’m getting the attitude that I more 
or less promote myself while trying 
to promote the sport as best I can. 
Ithink more of my attention has been 
on improving myself. 

I know Johnson spends a lot of 
time doing public relations and it 
really helps the sport. 

I think one thing that could help 
our sport more than anything that 
I can think of is to have the dollar- 
yen situation stabilize. That's prob- 
ably the biggest problem causing the 
most cutbacks in teams and budgets. 

I've heard the American compan- 
ies are losing a lot of money just in 
yen exchange, the fact that the dollar 
is getting weaker and weaker and 
costing them so much money just to 
buy the product and bring it over 
here. I don't think the public under- 
stands that the prices of motorcycles 
and parts have only been raised a 
little bit, there's hardly any margin 
of profit on the bikes. 

It's unfortunate that there's 
nothing any of.us (the riders) can 
do, we don't have any control of it. 
What we can change I think most 
of us are trying the best we can. 

The other thing that hurt quite a 
bit was the promoters' squabbles, but 
it's very unfortunate that that came 
to an end in such an abrupt way. 

Ialso think that the AMA can step 

in and do a little better job. We do 
have a new guy in charge of pro- 
fessional racing (Roy Janson), and 
I think he is really on the ball. He's 
the best at what he's doing that I've 
seen in 12 or 13 years of racing. 
Would you like to see works bikes 
come back? 
I believe that we're (Yamaha) prob- 
ably the only company that's not 
riding works bikes right now. If it 
was NASCAR most óf*the teams 
would be disqualified right now. 

As it is right now the suspension 
on the Hondas, and even the Kawa- 
sakis, is certainly nothing you can 
buy. Suspension separates the equip- 
ment as much as anything. 

I don't say that it would change 
anything at this point. In many ways 
I'd like to see the works rule come 
back, as long as I was on the receiving 
end of the works equipment 
(laughs). T'd race regardless if it was 
a works bike or a modified produc- 
tion bike. e
